| which throws the clearest sidelight 
upon the Boer and German intrigue to 
secure a foothold at Delagoa Bay, the 
eapital of the Portuguese possessions 
in East Africa, which would alford the 
best inlet and outlet ‘to the trade of 
the Transvaal, There is no doubt of 
| the truth of the story, which is to the 
} effect that just prior to the raid of 

Dr. Jameson into the Transyaal, a Mr, 
Mine, a Portuguese concessionaire, 
who held a frontage on the foreshore 
of the bay for a distance of seven 
miles, offered to sell the concession to 
Great Britain for £20,000, The Govern. 
ment, through Sir Hercules Robinson, 
Governor of Cape Colony and British 
High Commissioner In South Africa, 
declined to deal with Milne, as no- 
thing was then known in England of 
the Transvaal row, Thereupon Presi- 
dent Kruger, who for a long time has 
been making efforts to secure & port 
for the Transvaal. supplied Seeman 
& Elffee, a German firm, with money 
to ‘purchase the concession, thus giv- 
ing to German subjects who are en- 
titled to German protection territorial 
rights on Delagoa Bay. The conces- 
sion will be actively operated. Seeman 
& Eiffee control the trade route outside 
of the railway to the Transvaal, and 
the main routes to Swaziland. =< 

Dr. W. J. Leyds, the Transvaal Sec- 
retary of State, before coming to Eu- 
rope, visited Delagoa Bay and ar- 
ranged an important part of the Boer- 
German coup against British posses- 
sion of that place. As Great Britain 
would rather go to war than submit 
her right to pre-empt Delagoa Bay to 
the decision of a European Congress, 
the foreshore affair at first sight does 
not look to be of critical import, O&8 
that matter does not seem worth fight- 
ing over, but as soon as the award 
of the Swiss arbitrators is made in the 
matter of the Delagoa Bay Railway, 
which is expected to result in the 
granting of £50,000 compensation to 
the American bondholders, Portugal 
will put the rallway up at auction. The 
Boer-German syndicate will then un- 
doubtedly buy It,and the Transvaal will 
then have secured its long sought for 
outlet to the sea, and will be able to 
carry ona foreign trade without hav- 
ing recourse to the British railways 
to the south. The Anglo-Portuguese 
convention only prevents Portugal 
from selling the Province and harbor 
of Delagoa Bay without giving Great 
Britain a chance to acquire them, but 
the Anglo-Portuguese convention can 
#e practically annulled by the German 
holders passing on thelr concessions 
to their government. How Mr. Rhodes, 
who once offered to buy the whole De- 
lagoa Bay district for £2,000,000, got 
tricked over this concession Is wnex- 
plained. His reputation as a far-ree- 
ing politician has been recently utter- 
ly shaken. 

The Right Hon. George J. Goschen, 
First Lord of the Admiralty, has de- 
livered a speeoh at Lewes, In which 
he made an allusion to Emperor Wil- 
liam that is calculated to Infurlate the 
German newspapers. He said that a 
curlous succession of events seemed to 
convince the foreign powers that Great 
Britain was asleep and unable to as- 
sert herself. A great German states- 
man, not Prince Bismarck, seemed to 
have formed a depreciatory estimate of 
this country, He had been undeceived, 
was 
now convinced that Great Britain 
would not shrink from using the great- 
est physical force to maintain her 
rights. Everybody belleves that Mr. 
Goschen had reference to Emperor 
William and not Chancellor Von Ho- 
henlohe. Mr. Goschen declared that 
Great Britain would not contract an 
alliance with any power or group of 
powers. She preferred isolation, rely- 
ing On her navy, with which she was 
ready to face anything, Mr. Goschen's 
speech was preliminary to his produc- 
ing the navy estimates.

He {is not the sort of man who natur- 
ally fits jn with melodrama like 
“Cheer, boys, cheer." 

Mr, Rhodes will be in Buluwnyo, the 
bapital of Rhodesia, within a fortnight, 
and from the date of his arrival things 
will begin to hum. That means trou- 
ble for the Transvaal. Mr. Rhodes has 
resolved that Rhodesia shall outgrow 
the Transvaal In wealth, population 
and ultimately absorb it peacefully, or, 
when the time comes, by force of arms.

and appeared to be laboring under 
some inward “xcitement. After lunch 
eon he walked up and down the hall- 
ways of the house.

He 
entered the bath room and a moment 
after the report of the shot was 
heard. He was found lying on the 
floor, with a small red sear on the 
frontal bone, from which blood was 
issuing 

Mr. Swan Is one of the most prome- 
inent business men of Kincardine, He 
came there about 25 years ago as cut- 
ter for D. & W. G. Collins. He after- 
wards commenced business for himseif 
and made a success of the venture, 
He became identified with many im- 
portant questions in the interest 
the town.

“Information reached me to-day of 
the r nation of Staff Captain, 
Blanche Cox, in command of the Mary- 
land division, with headquarters at 
Washington, She is undoubtedly the 
best special worker in the Army, and 
her influence cannot be underrated, I 
may say that three more high officers 
Whose names will be surprising, willl 
800 announce thelr resignations. 

“Already seven secretarics of district 
auxilllary organizations in eastern 
cities have resigned, carrying with 
them many persons who haye hitherto 
been valued supporters of the Salvation 
Army,” 

The public have heard but one aside 
of this most unfortunate affair. I have 
all along maintained a dignified silence 
concerning my participation in the oc- 
currencés of the past ten days. I have 
refrained from saying fwhat actually 
occurred on that memorable Thursday 
night when Mrs. Booth and myself 
were aroused from our rooms at mid- 
night and summoned to a conference 
with the English emissarles. 

“I have not made reply to the bitter 
Statements that were uttered against 
me. I held my peace, even though my 
sister did assert that we and our little 
ones would be driven into the streets, 
and though my brother, the command- 
ant of Canada, did heap upon us sting- 
ing words and threatened curses. 

“As to the property of the Army 
which is still in my possession, it will 
be turned over in due time to those In 
power.

Montreal, Feb. 29.—Sir Charles Tup- 
per, Bart,, was very busy this morn- 
ing, but he spared time to say a few 
words concerning the political situa- 
tion. He said: 

“There are nothing but rumors going 
the rounds these days, but you must 
not stop to take notice of them. I 
know of no changes in the leadership 
of the party, but I may say that we 
are now united, and that there is not 
the slightest doubt that the Remedial 
Bill will be passed, although when the 
vote will be taken Is more than I can 
say just at present, However, In view 
of the fact that Mr, Laurler has con- 
sented to the carrying on of the de- 
bate de die in diem, may expect 
that it will be brought on very soon 
now. What will follow the passage of 
the bill is of course difficult to deter- 
mine, but, as you are aware, the mea- 
sure itself provides for action by the 
Dominion authorities, if the Proyinclal 
Government refuses to act in accor- 
dance with its provisions. That !s to 
say, if Mr, Greenway does not appoint 
a Catholic Board of Education, it will 
be for the Dominion Government to do 
so. We do not want to interfere with 
the autonomy of the province, but we 
are bound to act in this school matter, 
just in the same manner as though it 
were a matter relating to customs 
duties or something of that kind. Of 
course In the natural course of things 
the present Parliament will not live 
much longer, but the Conservative 
party Is ready to go before the people, 
and I have not the slightest hesitation 
in saying that we shall sweep the 
country from end to end.” 

“You have doubtless heard in Ottawa 
that Sir Donald's name has been men- 
tioned in connection with the leader- 
ship of the party?” 

“There is no truth whatever in the 
report. The matter has never been even 
discussed by the members of the Gov- 
ernment.” 

“Will you kindly say whether you 
intend to return to England in the near 
future.” 

‘T am very glad indeed that you ask- 
ed that question,” replied Sir Charles, 
“for I desire to say that under no cir- 
cumstances whate, ‘il ever return 
to England as High Commissioner. I 
am in Canadian public life once more 
to stay, whether we are victorious at 
the next election or not. I am at pre 
sent Secretary of St»te and acting 
High Commissioner in London, filling 
the dual position, as I did for 15 months 
in 1877 and 1878, when I was Minister 
of Finance, and acting High Commis- 
sioner. At that time L performed the 
dutics of Finance Minister at Ottawa 
and directed the transaction of busi 
ness in the office of the commissioner 
in London at the same time, golng 
across during the recess and personally 
attending to such business ag demand- 
ed my presence, During those fifteen 
months I gave no cause for complaint 
regarding the manner in which the Do- 
minion Government business at Ottawa 
was attended to, and at th ame time 
the salary of the Commissioner 
saved to the country. Not only so, 
during that very term, I obtained more 

Canada than any other Comm!s 

* did before or since, for I 

to get a subsidy of £45,000 

r for ten years for the only lhe 

of steamships between Canada and 

China and Japan, and also, after pass- 
ing a bill in the Canadian Commons 
authorizing me to float a loan, I suc- 
ceeded In placing it on the London 
market at three per cent,, a rate which 
has never been improved upon. My 
position is exactly similar to-day and 
the only thing that my enemies can 
complain of Is that I am saving the 
salary of the High Commissioner, But 
while there are |mportant4matters such 
as the Pacific cable and the fast At- 
lantic steamship service to be settled 
with the English Government, it Is ne- 
cessary that I should remain In charge 
of the London office. When there mat- 
ters have been put fairly underway 
another Commissioner will be appoint- 
ed by the Canadian Government.”

BiG BLAZE AT MALIFAX, 


Nearly » Quarter of a Million of Dollars 
Worth of Property Destroyed. 


Hallfax\March 1.—Fire broke out 
shorlly afteh midnight in Gordon & 
Keith's wholesale and retall house-fur- 
nighing establishment, one of the lar- 
fest In Canada, and the bullding was 
in flames in less than 15 minutes. The 
entire place was threatened with de- 
Struction, involving great loss, and a 
number of wooden bulldings, on both 
sides were in danger of burning. Gor- 
don & Keith's fronts on two atreets, 
Barrington and Granville,and the main 
building is a handsome brick structure 
of five stories.

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FIGHT WITH WOLVES. 


With Forty Rouuds of Shot He Kept at 


Hay a Peck of Beasts. 


Gen. N, A. Miles in the North American 
Raview. 

Captain Baldwin gave me ap acecount 
ofan incident that happened to bim in 
May, 1866. ‘*L was stationed,” said he, 
‘at Fort Harker, Kas., in command of a 
company of the 37th Infantry. Fort 
Ilarker was located on the overland staze 
route from Fort Riley to Denver, and 
after leaving Fort Harker it was unsafe 
fir anyone to travel in daylight except 
with a good escort of troops. 

**On one of my journeys of inspection 
I stopped about thirty miles from the fort 
t» have a buffalo hunt, and hunted all day, 
but at night I was obliged to start back 
fer the post. I left the station about 4 
v'elock in the afternoon in a light snov 
storin, with a tolerably fresh horse that 
was both strong and spirited, I was 
alone and armed only with a small thirty- 
six calibre pistol, depending almost entire- 
ly on my horse to escape any danger from 
Indians, not anticipating dangor from any 
other source. 

**T had ridden about ten miles when it 
began to grow dark. My horso taking an 
easy trot, I was rather enjoying tho ride. 
I had noticed previously to this time the 
howling of wolves, buc had paid yory little 
attention to it. As T rode along I noticed 
that this howling beyan to get closer, and 
at length was aroused from my reverie py 
the bark and howl of two or three wolves 
very close to me, Looking back I saw 
two coyotes and ono big prairie or Lobo 
wolf following close behind me and howl- 
ing theiy utmost. This rather startled the 
huree, as you may be sure it did me, I 
increasul iny speed, but still they gained 
on me, and it wasn’t long before their 
numbers grow to a dozen or more, and the 
distance between them and my horse was 
very much lessened, 

**T began to appreciate the danger, and 
realized for the first time that I had a wea- 
pon with which it was yery doubtful 
whether I could defend myself against such 
ravenous beasts a these. 1 recalled the 
fact that just before leaving Thad counted 
the number of rounds of rmmunition T had, 
which was just forty-nino. 

“*T had left the stage route, intending to 
g» to the post by a trail which would save 
ime something imore than five miles in 
distance, and as it was dark T had hopes of 
gsining one of the stations along the route, 
but was obliged to keop the trail, trusting 
to my mount to take mo out of what had 
now become au real danger. ‘The wolves 
kept gaining on mo watil they had got 
within a very short distance before I tired 
the first shot at them, which fortunately 
disabled oue of their Gumber to the extent 
that the blood ran from him and he began 
to howl, whereupon the whole pack pounc- 
ed upon him and tore hin to pieces. ‘This 
wave ine a little start of 100 or 200 yards 
before they commenced following me again. 
I fired every shot with the greatest care, 
and it was seldom that I missed disabling 
or killing one of them. > 

** Afraid of tiring my horse at the start, 
1 rode very carefully. Tho number of 
wolves increased unti! there were not less 
than from fifty to seventy-five of them, 
and they followed me for « least twenty 
miles, cutting my horse in the rear and 
flanks, often getting almost in his front, 
enabling me to shoot from right left, 
finog when the animals were not four feet 
distaut from me. Fortunately I rap 
through a large herd of buffalo, which I 
thiuk diverted a large portion of the wolves 
from following jie. Still of 
kept after me until I got within five miles 
of the post, whon I had only four rounds 
ammunition Joft, and I folt it was 
lecessary to make the supreme effort of 
escape from thom.

The society's experiment fund is con- 
stantly growing, but it needs a good 
deal of money in order to be able to 
properly carry on its work, It is the 
hope of the society to be able to estab- 
lish a country laboratory, where well- 
pald men may be kept at work experl- 
menting.

Otto Lilienthal contributes to the An- 
nual a most interesting article, in which 
he describes his experiments with a 
double soaring machine, which gave 
surprisingly favorable results, In his 
Previous experiments he found that 
while a larger surface would be desir- 
able for more extended flights than he 
Was able to make, any great increase 
made the machine unmanageable in 
high winds. 

He therefore constructed a double 
apparatus, in which each surface con- 
tained about ninety-seyen square feet,

while the whole had a span of only 
about eighteen feet. The lower surface 
was similar to the ones with which he 
has already made such notuble suc- 
cesses, While“tre upper one was with- 
out any distrubing influences whatever, 
creating only a vertical lifting force. 
With this apparatus the management 
Was exactly the same as with the sin- 
gle surface. 

The experiments he made were most 
interesting. An ordinary wind would 
carry him almost horizontally from the 
top of a hill at which he made his 
start without any starting jump, while 
when the wind was stronger he had 
simply to allow himself to be lifted 
from the top of the hill, and to sail 
slowly toward the wind, the direction 
of the flight having with a high wind 
a strong upward tendency, so that he 
often reached positions in the air high- 
er than his starting point. 

At such points he has often come to 
a standstill for some time, so that he 
was able to talk with the men on the 
ground below him. He says that he 
can feel plainly that he could remain 
floating if he could lean to one side 
and describe a circle, making use of 
the force of the wind behind him, but 
that he has never been able to get far 
enough from the hill at a sufficient 
altitude to be able to do this with 
safety.

Complaint is also made that 
although there are 460 deputy wardens, 
some of them are indifferent, because 
when they fail to secure convictions they 
haye to pay costs. The hounding of does 
is especially condemned. 

Owing to the divided responsibility the 
deputy wardens are unable to enforce the 
fishery laws, and there is consequently 
great destruction of this article of food. 

Among the suggested amendments to 
the law is one preventing the use of any 
floating battery or other device for conceal- 
ing the gunner in the shooting of water 
fowl ; also the use of any decoy or blind at 
a greater distance than fifty yards from the 
shore. Another suggestion is that overy 
deer hunter shall take out a license to 
which two coupons are attached, and that 
one of these coupons shall be attached to 
each deer or part of deer shipped by said 
hunter.

As fil 
as IT could determine, they consisted 
of six palaces and three pyramids, all

“The Teocalll, or grand altar of sac- 
rifices, which ia now used as @ church, 
is well worthy of the attention of the 
Visitor, and the remains of the huge 
stone stairway leading up to it forms 
a veritable quarry tn Itself, How 
niany poor wretches have been dragged 
up those age-worn steps to serve as 
victims at the barbarous religious fes-

“But, to return to something 
cheerful, I will tell you about my ad- 
ventures while investigating the pal 
aces.

“Opening from this court are four 
smal] rooms, which contain still more 
elaborate designs, In one of thein 
especially, the walls are completely 
covered with mosaic work in relief, 
put on in parallel bands, pleasing to 
the eye, and beautiful beyond descrip- 
tion. The floors, which are composed 
of some kind of cement, are harder 
than the stone. 

“When one remembers that this 
palace was constructed many centuries 
before the Spanish conqueror came, 
that every stone was manipulated and 
cut with copper chisels, and that many 
huge blocks which I should estimate 
to weigh from thirty to fifty tons were 
transported from the quarries, twelve 
miles distant; one will realize that the 
men who constructed them were not 
uncivilized or ignorant. 

“Desire Charnay, a French explorer, 
who visited Mitla in 1380, says that 
the monuments of Greece and Rome, 
in their best time, could alone com- 
pare with the splendor off this great 
edifice. 

“According to what a wiell-educated 
Mexican friend of mine told me, the 
original inhabitants called the place 
Siobaa, of Yobaa, ‘the place of tombs.’ 
But the Aztecs called it Mictlan—'place 
of sadness, hell, dwelling of the dead, 
a holy place devoted to the burial of 
the kings of Teozapotlan.’ 

“According to Zapoteco tradition, 
sublerranean vaults exist under the 
ruins of this palace, and were used as 
a burial place for the priests and kings 
who once ruled over Mitla. Acting 
upon this tradition, 1 carefully measur- 
ed the walls, and found them twelve 
fect high on the inside at the inner 
court, and twenty-one feet high out- 
side. Upon striking the cement floor 
it fave out a hollow sound, and I feel 
assured that there are hidden cham- 
bers beneath, the secrets of which 
have never been revealed to a white 
man. 

“While measuring

the head man of the Village, and he 
ordered me at once, at the

in their behavior to me and one an- 
other as one could well wish Seane 
fumilies among them were Gulte clviliz 
ed in appearance, but the mafority 
spoke only thetr own pecullar dlalect, 
and stillclung to their own traditions 
in regard to dress and not intermar- 
rying with other tribes.

A HUMOROUS WRITER WELL KNOWN 
IN CANADA, 


How He Came to bo Famous as a Writer 


Hilen Aketohes anc Versonul Charac 
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LDGAR WILSON NYE. 


was a nom de plume, and that this 
genius of humor was baptized Edgar 
Wilson Nye. He was born In Shirley 
Piscataquis County, Maine, August 2 

1850, but at the age of 2 yétirs, accord- 
ing to his own story, he took his pa- 
rents by the hand and led them to 
the west. They went to Wisconsin, and 
there, on the banks of the St. Crolx 
River, young Nye was brought up on a 
farm, He received an academical ed- 
ucation at River Falls, Wis., and in 
1876 went to Wyoming Territory, where 
he studied law and was admitted to the 
bar. ‘There, as he says, he practised 
law in a quiet way, “although fre- 
quently warned by the authorities not 
to do so.” 

He had plenty of lelsure time on his 
hands, which he used in writing a Sun- 
day letter for the Cheyenne Sun, at the 
rate of $1 a column. In one of his 
humorous autobigographical sketches, 
Mr. Nye said that that sum, which 
amounted to nearly $60 a year, s0 
dwarted his returns from his law prac- 
tice, that he decided to take up news- 
paper writing as a profession, and ac- 
cordingly moved to Denver, where he 
obtained a position on the staff of the 
Denver Tribune. 

He corresponded from Denver for the 
Salt Lake Tribune, Later a new paper 
was started in Laramie called the 
Boomerang, after a favorite mule own- 
ed by Nye, which he called ‘““Boomer- 
ang,” because he never knew where it 
would strike. At the time Nye edited 
the Boomerang it was published over 
a livery stable. A sign on the door in- 
structed Callers to ‘twist the tail of 
the gray mule and take the elevator.” 

The Boomerang was quoted all over 
the country, and Nye began to get his 
reputation as a humorist of note at 
that time. 

Like many humorists, Mr. Nye was 
a man of almost womanly gentleness of 
disposition. His amlability was never 
clouded, and his good humor was as 
spontaneous as it was good natured. 
He never forgot a friend. 

Mr. Nye was married in 1877 to Miss 
Fanny Smith of Chicago. With her 
and their children Nye lived happiiy 
for a long time on the banks of the 
St. Croix, and they went with him to 
New York City and made home bright 
on Staten Island. Of late years, when 
he was not going about the country 
on lecturing tours, Nye has passed 
most of his time at his country place 
near Asheville, N. C. 

Mr. Nye, unlike most writers of his 
kind, had excellent business qualifica- 
tions. He was “a thrifty humorist,” as 
one of his friends expressed it, and his 
income in the later years of his life 
was about $30,000 per annum, 

Whitcomb IKiley's Tribute. 

James Whitcomb Riley, when iInform- 
ed of Mr. Nye's death, sald: 

“Especially favored, as for years I 
have been, with personal ac- 
quaintance and association with Mr. 
Nye, his going fills me with a selfishness 
of grief that finds a mute rebuke in 
my every memory of him, He was un- 
selfish wholly; and I am heartened, re- 
calling the always patient strength and 
genticness of this true man—the un- 
failing hope and cheer and faith of his 
child-heart—his noble and heroic life 
and pure devotion to his home—its 
sanctity of love—mother, brothers, wife, 
children, friends—his deep affections, 
constant dreams, plans and realiza- 
tions ill in happiest action and devel- 
opment So I can not doubt but that 

somchow, somewhere—he continues 
cheerlly on in the unbroken exercise of 
these same capacities—as marked an 
endowment of his spirit nature as was 
his pecullar gift of genius intellectual ad

The revenue cutter Commodore Perry } 
returned yesterday from a Northern sea, | 
where she has been confronted every night | 
for weeks by a gigantic line of fire. As 
Capt. Smith expresses it: ** The devil’s 
ak ere have been stirring up the subter- 
ranean sea of flames thatis supposed to 
lie thousands of feet under the Behring’s | Crosse 
bed, and as a consequence fully twenty o 
the forty volcanoes in the Aleutian chain 
are now active.” 

The line of islands lymg between the 
Bering Sea and the Pacific Ocean belong to 
the United States, and on them are pro- 
bably the only active volcanoes lying with- 
in American territory. Much has been 
written of Bogaslov Island, which has been 
throwing up a cloud of steam at time for 
years, but 1t was supposed that all other 
peaks on this singular chain of islands 
were extinct craters only. 

Now, as far as the eye can reach from 
any pointin the Bering Sea, adjacent or 
even at.a distance from the famous seal 
islands, the rising smoke and steam can be 
seen in both directions, The eruption is 
general and so very lively that at night the 
airy columns take on the reflections of the 
fires deep in the earth beneath the craters. 
Nowhere else on the globe can such a sight 
be witnessed. According to Capt. Smith, 
it is as wonderful as the fiery mysteries on 
Hawaii. 

In the daytime only the white smoke or 
steam is visible. As the dusk comes and 
darkness follows, the wonder grows. The 
brighter column shows up in the cold 
Alaskan night first, and as it grows darker 
other vivid curls of smoke are to be seen 
at greater distance. Sometimes when the 
position of the observer is advantageous, a 
dozen or fifteen of these modern pillars of 
fire art in sight.

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EXPRESSIONS ONE AND TWO 
at will, to look disgusted at will, to 
look loving when hate fills the heart, 
to look sad when one is happy, to look 
frank when one is most tortuous and 
false. 

It used to be thought that the soul 
looked out of the eyes. And it does 
in those faces that have not been 
trained, but have been allowed to ex- 
press the inward feellngs without re- 
straint But anyone, if he knows the 
secret and has the patience to practice, 
may learn to look soulful, 

All the complex emotions that vary 
the human face—love, anger, hate, joy, 
sorrow, fear, pride, exaltation—are but 
developments, not of intellect and soul, 
but of the expressions roused In our 
remote ancestors by the brute instincts 
of hunger, fear, love of food, triumph 
in the fight and so on, which formed 
and still form the basis of dally life 
among the lower animals. 

When the anatomist strips the skin 
from the human face he finds several 
groups of muscfts. He learns that the 
features—brows, ears, eyes, nostrils, 
lips, cheeks and chin—are so many 
marionettes which the mind operates 
by means of strings, and that the 
Strings are these muscles, Every fea- 
ture has its own set of strings. 

When one sees the woman he loves, 
the mind, by long practice, without 
much assistance from the will, pulls 
certain strings, the features are drawn 
this way and that, and the young wo- 
man is delighted to observe a most soul- 
ful expression of love. When one's 
horse comes in a close second the mind, 
with no assistance from the will, pulls 
the little strings and the features are 
adjusted In a stage ploture which the 
beholder at once recognizes as “enraged 
disgust.” 

Before showing how this ts done, it 
may be just as well to call attention to 
one fact which might be overlooked. 
All the expressions of the human face 
mere conventions. There is really 
no more reason, one way you look at 
it, why grating the teeth and dilating 
the wings of the nostrils should not ex- 
press love or deep regret or anythnig 
you please, instead of rage. 

But, further, like all other conven- 
tions, these conventional expressions 
for emotions have a definite cause. 
For instance, you either show your 
teeth when you are very angry or you 
have an impulse to show them which 
is hard to restrain. Why? Simply be- 
cause when you remote ancestor saw 
an enemy approaching and made ready 
for the attack he bared his teeth that 
they might be free from their covering 
of lips and perfectly prepared to sink 
into the throat of his enemy. 

Darwin has carefully traced out all 
human expressions and has found the 
root of all of them in the lower animals, 
He shows that not a single One, how- 
ever complex it may be and however 
expressive of a lofty emotion, Js too 
high for this humble origin. In all 
probability there never was an observet 
who combined intel!isence and minute 
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that you will be able to draw spasmodic 
breaths with occasional deep, slow, in- 
drawing of the breath. With this com- 
bination perfectly worked out, you are 
ready to sob

With others it takes long prac- 
tice and development of the glands by 
constant working at them, 

Of course, to produce the outward 
appearance of intense grief in all its 
delightful perfection takes time, But 
if you need that weapon badly you willl 
not grudge the time, To go to the op- 
posite extreme—hilarlous joy—you must 
here train another set of muscles, al- 
though your training at shedding tears 
will help you net a little, You must 
learn to draw back the corners of your 
mouth naturally, and to raise your up- 
per lip slightly. Then you contract the 
muscles around your eyes. This slight 
contraction, properly done, will make 
the eyes brighten as if “dancing with 
mirth.” Then you turn your attention 
to the throat, As your mouth is fixed 
in the proper way, you begin to utter 
quick, rather sharp sounds, drawing “in 
the air in long breaths. The rest is 
practice before a mirror, The rest is 
a good deal, of course, but almost any- 
one can learn the trick. And then you 
will have your mirth at the command 
of your will instead of at the command 
of your feelings, 

The other very violent emotion is 
horror. This involves practice in the 
working of several sets of muscles, 
some easy to get under control, others 
as dificult as the muscles that wag the 
cars. The muscles of the mouth must 
be practised until it ls possible to make 
it stand wide without any feeling of 
strain. Then the muscles of the eyes 
must be schooled to make the eyes 
seem as wide open as it |s possible for 
them to be without falling from the 
head, The breathing must be hurried. 
All the muscles of the face must be 
separately trained so that the gaping 
lips will twitch, the checks will move 
convulsively, the skin of the forehead 
be agitated and the nostrils, although 
dilated to their fullest extent, will move 
spasmodically. With your features in 
this condition you are ready for a low, 
intense scream of terror or a wild 
shout of horror.

He was in favor of an investigation, 
not because It was Mr. Laurier’s policy, 
but because Manitoba had asked for 
it, If the passing of the Remedial Or- 
der-had prevented Manitoba entertain- 
ing proposals on the part of the Domin- 
ion re negotiatlons and compromise, 
how much more effective would a Re- 
medial Bill be in the same direction. 
What benefit, moreover, would Separ- 
ate schools organized by the bill be, 
when the province, as a result of the 
exercise of the Dominion’s coercive 
power against it, would be inclined to 
obstruct the carrying out of the law? 
The people of Manitoba were law-abid- 
ing and understood the position the 
judgment of the judicial committee put 
them in;and if the Remedial Order and 
bill were withdrawn they would be pre- 
pared to do justice in the premises. 
The Government was responsible tor 
the entire trouble, having tried to use 
the question for political purposes. Mr. 
ILaurler had taken the statesmanship 
stand and would, if he got into power, 
be able to settle the question with- 
out any coercive laws.

Ottawa, March 6—(Special.)—Again 
the talk of compromise wag rife round 
the lobbles to-day ; again report was 
current that Mr, Greenway will be 
here soon.

The death warrant was signed by 
eeveral names, First, by Daniel, rabbi, 
Pharisee; secondly, by Johannes, rabbi; 
thirdly, by Raphael; fourthly by 
Capet, a private citizen. This capital 
punishment was executed according to 
law, The name of the thief crucified 
on the right hand side of Christ was 
Dismas; the name of the thlef crucified 
on the left hand side of Christ was 
Gestus. Pontivs Pilate, describing 
the tragedy, the whole world 
Wehted candles from noon until night. 
Thirty-three years of maltreatment. 
They ascribe his birth to bastardy and 
his death to excruciation. A wall of 
the ofty built about those times and 
recently exposed by archaeologists, 
shows a caricature of Jesus Christ, 
evinecinge the contempt in which he was 
held by many in his day—that carica- 
ture on the wall representing a cross 
and a donkey nalled to it, and under 
it the inscription: “This is the Christ 
whom the people worship.” But I re- 
joice that that day is gone by. Our 
Christ Is coming out from under the 
world’s abuse, The most popular name 
on earth to-day is the name of Christ. 
Where he had one friend Christ has a 
thousand friends. The scoffers have 
become the worshippers. Of the twenty 
most celebrated infidels {n Great Brit- 
ain in our day, sixteen have come back 
to Christ, trying to undo the blatant 
mischief of their lives—sixteen out of 
the twenty. Every man who writes a 
letter or signs a document wittingly or 
unwittingly, honors Jesus Christ. We 
date everything as B. C., or A, D.—B, 
C,, before Christ; A. D., Anno Domini}, 
in the year of our Lord. All the ages 
of history on the pivot of the upright 
beam of the cross of the Son of God, 
B. G, A. D. I do not care what you 
call him—whether Conqueror or King, 
or Morning Star or Sun of Righteous- 
ness, or Balm of Gilead, or Lebanon 
Cedar, or Brother or Friend, or take 
the name used in the verse from which 
T take my text, and°call him Shiloh, 
which means his Son, or the Tranqull- 
ator, or the Peacemaker, Shiloh. I only 
want to tell you that “unto Him shall 
the gathering of the people be.” 


In the first place, the people are 
gathered around Christ for pardon. No 
sensible man or healthfully ambitious 
man fs satisfied with his past life. A 
fool may think he its all right. A sen- 
sible man knows he Is not. I do not 
eare who the thoughtful man Is, the 
review of his lifetime behavior before 
God and man gives to him no especial 
satisfaction. “Oh,” he says, ‘there

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Surely never did a leader of any party in

But Mr. Laurior’s two hours deliverance 
in the House isa concrete reflex of his 
four yoars’ twistings and turnings on this 
question.

Certainly we felt no such thing in those 
days. We had all wished for, and 
really needed, and I remembered too how 
at that time I happened to have some 
bonds of the then Philadelphia & Pittsburg 
Railroad—now the great Pennsylvania 
Central—in my trunk, the coupons of 
which I had no occasion to cut until two 
or three years after I left the farm, to fill 
a} osition ws mining engmecr which was 
the profession I had studied—in & mine in 
which I was offered an interest, 
Everything we wanted we had, and I 
don't romember a complaint made by my 
wife or myself about any depression or de- 
ressing thing in our then situation, 
Beary neighbor in fact had too much to do 
to depress himself by unnecessary worry ; 
there was everything needed to eat, an ex- 
cellent appetite, after which good digestion; 
when the day was done, often far into the 
moonlight, we worked in the crisp snow 
lo sor burning off, and then to bed 
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minority. The constitutional side of the 
question was at that time being argued be- 
fore the Judicial Committee of the Privy 
Council. Mr. Laurier was impatient at 
the delay.

I 
would render justice, no matter what the 
consequence might be, and not shift away 
my “responsibility.” What ** justice” 
meaut was explained by him at New 
Carlisle, Quebec, on August 24, 1895, 
*T will see that ‘justice’ is rendered to 
the Catholic minority. I WILL SEE

“IT have always deplored the decision 
whereby regiments of the British army 
were withdrawn from our colonies,” said 
Lord Wolsely, in continuation. ‘* Canada 
was also a favorite station, and the pre- 
sence of red coats there certainly tended to 
keep up the idea of association with the 
mother country. Idonot think I have 
told before an incident in connection with 
a proposal to clothe all the marines in 
blue. It wasto Prince Albert that he 
owed the abandonment of that idea. He 
pointed out that the red coat is a dis- 
tinguished mark of the British army, and 
one that we should do well to keep before 
the eyes of people in distant parts of the 
empire. The navy goes everywhere. A 
blue uniform might belong to any 
nationality, but wherever a red coat is 
seen the people will say, ‘here is England.’ 
That the opinion emphatically 
expressed by his royal highness, and it 
sayed the red coat for the royal marines, 
who have worn it with so much distinction 
in every quarter of the globe since thon 
us from the day when they became a part 
of our naval establishment. It would be 
even better than sending red coats to the 
colonies if only half a battalion, or a bat-

SHOT TEN UITIZEMS 
Pak di JUAN 
An Insane Man's Wild Work in 
Brockville. 
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Brockville, 
its history 


March 0.—Never In 
ntury has the 
town of Brockville been so convulsed 
ond thrown into such a terrible state 
of excitement as it was to-day at noon 
by the enactment in broad daylight, 
and on One of its leading thorough- 
fares, of one of the most awful trage- 
dies ever occurring In the Dominion 
of Canada. The total result of the 
| tingle affair was one man shot dead 
} on the spot, the Chief of Police mor- 
tally wounded, another member of the 
force seriously injured, an Indian bad- 
ly hurt, and six others sufYering more 
or less from wounds Inflicted by a 
Single man armed with a breech-load- 
ing shotgun ; and the cause of all the 
terrible destruction and suffering Is 
himself lying at the point of death 
from wounds Infileted by shots fired at 
him in order to put a stop to his death- 
dealing work and effect his capture. 


The town clock had just struck the 


Ont., 
of nearly a ce 


noon hour, and the streets were 
thronged with people on thelr way 
to dinner, Suddenly the sharp crack 
of a gun Was heard in the western end 
of the town, which caused the hurry- 
ing crowd to stop and ascertain the 
cause. This was followed by other re- 
ports In quick succession. Soon the 
news spread that several persons had 
been shot, and the excitement became 
intense. The cause of all the trouble 
WAS @ Man named Lapointe, who re- 
sides about six miles north of the town 
on What is known as the Perth road. 
He has usually been looked upon as of 
not very sound mind, but generally 
inoffensive, except when under the In- 
fluence of liquor. He was a noted fox- 
hunter, and usually carried a gun tn 
his rambles about the country. He 
was in town on Saturday, and had 
been drinking some, He left his horses 
at an hotel here and must have walked 
home that night. His movements dur- 
ing the early part of to-day are not 
known as yet, though it Is supposed 
he walked into town. At all events, 
just- about noon he made his appear- 
ance on Perth street, walRKing in the 
direction of King street, the principal 
business street of the town. He was 
accosted by several partles on his way 
in, and he then talked quite rationally 
and seemed to be quite sober. 

As he neared King street he sudden- 
ly threw his head back and gave vent 
to several loud yells such as fox-hunt- 
ers often use In calling their dogs, and 
at the same time flred a couple of 
shots In the air, When he had got 
within about 20 yards of the corner of 
King and Perth streets he took up his 
Position alongside a high billboard on 
the west side of Perth street. Just at 
this time, Chief of Pollee Rose hay-peu- 
ed to come up to the opposite corner, 
and Lapointe, talking diliberate aim, 
fied, the charge of heavy buckshot 
lodging in his chest, throat and h 
In falling to th: ground the Chie 
pushed an old man named Moore for- 
Werd past the corner of the bullding. 

Lapointe fired seatn, and Moore fell 

dead, Alonzo Servies was almost 
elengside Moore at the time, but he 
escaped the effects of the shot alto- 
gether. But an old Indlan nazed 
Dickson, Wno was also close by, was 
not so fortunate, He recelved a por- 
tion of the charge in his face and head, 
Staggered, and fell heaylly to the 
ground. By this time, as might be 
Supposed, the wildest excitement pre- 
vailed, the sharp reports of Lapointe's 
gun, his occasional wild yells, the hor- 
rified exclamations of the spectators 
and the mad rush on the part of the 
latter to escape from the dreadful car- 
nage, going to make up a scene hor- 
rible In the extreme. But brave men 
were not wanting in the crowd, and as 
soon as they had collected themselves 
plans were set on foot to capture the 
murderer. 

The latter was all the time standing 
at the point where he had first sta- 
tioned himself, and at each discharge 
of his murderous weapon could be seen 
calmly taking loaded cartridges from 
his pocket and reloading, Constable 
Tinsley, who was in the police head- 
quarters, only a few rods away, came 
out, and from behind the weigh scales 
close by was firing at Lapointe with a 
revolver. The range was too long and 
his shots proved ineffective. Al] this 
time Lapointe was firing as fast as he 
could, and several persons were more 
or less injured. 

Finally, Tinsley secured possyssion 
of a shotgun and crossed over to a gro- 
cery store kept by Mrs. Murphy, enter- 
ing by a side door on King street. In 
order to get at Lapointe, Tinsley step- 
pe out on the sidewalk, and just as 
he raised his arm Lapointe fired. and 
the constable had to retreat, povered 
with blood.

Seizing him 
they dragged him to the centre of the 
roud, Cries of “Shoot him!” “ Lynch 
him!" were heard above the din. By 
the efforts of some of the more cool- 
headed, the mob were prevented from 
eurrying their threats into execution, 
and Lapointe was taken to the police 
etation and locked up in a cell. 

When quiet had been somewhat re- 
stored, the scene presented was agoniz- 
Ing in the extreme. The body of the 
old man Moore lay on the sidewalk 
cold in death. -In a store adjoining 
Chief of Police Rose luy suffering ter- 
ribly from his wounds.

DAVIS VS. MONTREAL. 


The Ex-Superiatendent of Water Works 


Gets Substantial Damages for 


Undue Dismissal. 


The $50,000 action of damages taken by 
Mr. Adolphe Davis, ox Superintendent of 
the Montreal Water Works Department 
and formerly Mechanical Suporintondent 
on the Grand Trunk here, against the city 
for undue dismissal from office came up 
for hearing on the merits before Judge 
Doherty, in the first division of the 
Superior Court, last week. Mr. Macoro 
appeared for the plaintiff, with Mr. 
Bisaillon as counsel, and the city was 
roprosented by Mr. R. Roy. 

In putting his case before the court, 
Mr, Madore explained that all the heads 
of civic departments were considered as 
permanent oflicials, not to be dismissed 
at random, but for cause only. The 
plaintiffin the present instance had in- 
curred the displeasure of some aldermen 
by ridding the department of some of 
their useless creatures, and hence an 
enmity that led to his unjustified dis- 
missal. Hethen briefly referred to the 
dispute between Mr. Davis and Mr, La- 
forest, his assistant, to the special report 
that followed, and to the consequent reso- 
lution of the council that dismissed Mr. 
Davis from office. He concluded by stat- 
ing that there could be no doubt as to the 
quatifications of his client to fill, the posi- 
tion, 

Addressing the cyurt in his turn, Mr. 
Roy said that the only qnestion to exam- 
ine was whether Mr. Davis could be dis- 
missed for cause only, or whether the 
city had an absolute power to dismiss 
an omployee whenever it thought fit to 
do so. The city was quite prepared to 
admit the qualivications of Mr, Davis, 
but it contended, at the same time, that 
it was its right to dismiss him when it saw 
fit. 

On Monday Justice Doherty gave judg- 
ment awarding Mr. Davis $3,487. The 
court reserved Mr, Davis’ right to sue for 
salary freshly accrued.

A DRIVER INJURED 


His Logline Turned Uver in a Snow Dritt 
—A Narrow Escapo Fron Death. 


The Peterborough Review gives the fol- 
lowing account of an accident that befell a 
Belleville driver yesterday near that town: 

Another expensive accident befell the 
Grand Trunk railway this afternoon when 
an engine and snow plow were almost com- 
pletely destroyed by a run off on the Lake- 
field branch at Thompson’s Corners, near 
the outskirts of Ashburnham, A snow plow 
with two engines and a van were ordored 
to clear the track to Lakefield this after- 
noon. This road is impassable, being 
blocked by solidly packed drifts and tho 
plow had great difficulty clearing the track. 
When it reached Thompson's Corners, 
which is within a few yards of the power 
house of the Light & Power Co., the snow

An attempt was made 
to lower the steam pressure, but befo e 
this could be done engine No. 611, which | 
was attached to the rear of the other 
engine, forced No, 158 into contact with 
the snow plough and the engine turned 
completely around and fell heavily to the 
ground, Tho fireman succeeded in jump- 
ing from the falling engine, but the 
engineer, John Casey, who was in the cab, 
found it impossible to release himself and 
went with the engine into the wreck. 
When the other train hands reached the 
engine they found him pinned to the 
ground by a portion of tho timber of the 
cab. He was sitting up, only his feet 
boing under the weight. He was im- 
niediately released and a doctor was sum- 
moned. It was found that Mr. Casey's 
head was slightly cutand his leg was 
bruised. He was able to walk to the van 
in which he will be couveyed to his home 
at Belleville. 

The engine that left the track is Ladly 
dumaged—in fact it will need a costly 
overhauling before it will be of much value, 
The engine lies with the head facing the 
southwest aud the other engine is partially 
off the rails and facing directly north. The 
snow plow is lying on its side near tho first 
engine and is badly wrecked, Tho tender 
of the damaged engine is detached but is 
not damaged to any extent. The other 
engine and the van did not upset and can 
be easily removed, but an auxiliary will be 
required to clear the remainder of the 
wreck, 

Mr. Casey was brought to the city last 
night and taken to his home. Dr. Me- 
Coll was summoned and found that he had 
a badly bruised kneo and several othor 
bruises. He will be around again ina 
short time,

A AIRAGILOUS ESCAPE 


FROM A SERIOUS SMASH UP ON 
THE JUNCYION, 

Oondactor Stanton's Train Loaves the 
Ralls But is Replaced by Unusual 
Good Fortune—Excitement ror 
the Passengers. 

(From the Peterborough Review.) 

Conductor Stanton’s train from Belleville 
did not arive hore until three o'clock this 
afternoon, but the train hands and passen- 
gers were the most thankful people in the 
world that they arrived here at all, for the 
engine and train were running at about 
forty milesan hour left the rails, but 
through the coolness of che engineer and 
good fortuna a serious catastrophe was 
averted.

With the aid 
of blocks, the train men succeeded in yet- 
ting the other trucks of the engine back 
into the rails and then the engine pulled 
the train on, and two hours after the 
accident occurred tho train was again on 
its way to Hastings, and arrived here safe- 
ly. 

Tt was a miraculous escape. 
Stanton, Wogineer Gorman and all the 
train hands deserve great credit for the 
manner in which they behaved and dealt 
with the trouble after the danger was past. 

The train did not reach the city until 
eleven o'clock last night and those on 
board report the road in a bad shape.

The Inquest opened yesterday after- 
noon before C Bridgeland of 
Lracebridge witnesses were 
examined, nnd found that the de ceased 
had left her parents’ home about 8 p. 
m. Friday, having first been up town 
for a few minutes. 

Shortly after 9 o'clock she 
lying In the snow on the road between 
Mr Hammond's residence and her own 
home, Life was nearly extinct, and 
she expired almost before she could be 
carried home, 

The first tesUmony of a startling na- 
ture was elicited from Dr. Campbell, 
who swore that on Friday afternoon 
William James Hammond bought one 
ounce of prussic acid at his drug store, 
ostensibly to kill cats. Hammond on 
Saturday informed the witness that he 
bad thrown away the poison without 
using ft. It was brought one na Me

ereted in the dead girl's bedroom, ang 
that one was labelled, and -containes

acd ena also etiowa that Hammond 
had been secretly married to re 
‘ough last November, in BY 
falo, and that since her | Bray.

letters with Initials. Hammond was 
married under the assumed name of 
James and their relations had been 
kept a secret. Their marriage, how- 
ever, had been suspected, but both par- 
ties denied the relation. 

The medical men called in to see de- 

ceased were of the opinion that she 
had been in perfect health. This, 
coupled with the fact that a faint odor 
of prussic acid had been detected in 
her breath just before her death, point- 
ed to poison as the cause of her sudden 
demise. The theory of suicide could 
not be made to fit the facts of her hab- 
itual cheerfulness and freedom from 
all morbid feeling. 
The Coroner, after hearing the avail- 
able evidence called Hammond an@ in- 
formed him of the grave nature of the 
suspicions aroused against him by the 
evidence produced and asked if he 
wished to make a statement. Ham- 
mond replied that he was anxious to 
do so and after the usual caution was 
sworn. 

Hammond told his story in a per- 
fectly coo] way and seemed not at all 
to realize his position. He related that 
he had known deceased for years and 
had paid her attentions off and on. 
Last November or December, he could 
not remember which, they were mar- 
ried in Buffalo under an assumed 
name. He simply dropped his surname 
and took his second Christlan name 
instead. This was done to ensure 
secrecy, his parents and her parents 
being opposed to their union, For the 
Same reason he had corresponded with 
her anonymously. 

After the wedding they spent a few 
weeks in Buffalo and New York, re- 
turning to Toronto. where they did 
not live together. His wife came tu 
Gravenhurst three weeks ago, and he 
came ‘here a week ago and met her 
secretely by appointment on Tuesday 
last. Their next meeting was acciden- 
tal at 8 p.m. the day of her death, 
when they made an appointment to 
meet again in a few minutes, she 
meanwhile going to her home for a 
short time. The second interview 
lasted over half an hour and for the 
last 15 minutes they were alone wo- 
gether in his father's house. He had 
no idea of the cause of death anu 
knew of nothing in their relations to 
make her despondent, as they had al- 
Ways been on the best of terms.

tem. The medical testimony proved 
that the organs of the body were in a 
remarkably healthy and quite normal 
condition, excepting a patch of unusu- 
al redness in the stomach. An odor of 
prussic acid was detected. In the ca- 
vity of the chest the doctors testified 
that the drug would leave almost im- 
perceptible traces, and that there was 
nothing to indicate death from natural 
ccuses 

Dr. Bridgeland summed up the evi- 
dence concisely and with a strong pre- 
Sumption against the Innocence of 
Hummond The jury deliberated ove 
an hour, and brought In a verdict that 
deceased died from the effects of prus- 
sic acid, and that the evidence pointed 
to Hammond as the one who adminis- 
tered the drug

The daily routine is the 
same as if they were in garrison—five or 
six hours drill, sentry duty, picket duty, 
Xe, Sentries aro posted by night and day 
at cach armory, at the post office and the 

tank of Montreal. Under their able in- 
structors they have obtained great prou- 
licieney in drill and discipline. Their 
appearance on the street In parade is 
highly creditable and in their movements 
they show the steadiness of regulars, If 
called to the front we are certain they will 
“ive a good account of themselves,’— 
INTELLIGENCER 16th March, 

“The Belleville Volunteers are still 
under arms, ready to march at a moment's 
notice, and most of them feel disappointed 
that they have not been ordered to che 
front. ‘Tho five companics of the Battalion 
and Rifles have their fall complement of 
inen, and it is surprising what rapid pr 
yress they have made in their drill. ‘The 
force has several times marched out on 
the different roads from three to six miles 
‘ta tramp, headed by their splendid brass 
band and their appearance on the streets 
was certainly magnificent, the physique 
of the men admirable and soldior-like, 
bearing all that could be desired.

Of the former 
soven were instituted during the past year. 
One thousand two hundred and nine new 
members have been received, making the 
present ‘otal membership over 12,000, 
with twenty lodges to hear from. In the 
higher degree there are nearly 5,000 
members, ‘Tho financial standing of the 
lodges has greatly iinproved under the 
working of the new constitution. The 
receipts of the subordinate lodges during 
the year have been $78,000. During the 
year $22,500 has been paid back in sick 
benetits, 813,700 to the doctors for attend- 
ance upon members and $49,000 invested, 
which, with cash in hand, makes 
a cash balance to the credit 
of the lodges about $60,000. 
In the funeral benefit depart- 
ment $9,500 has been received and $11, 

190 paid out upon the death of members, 
their wives and children. The excess of 
expenditures over receipts is owing to the 
fact that a year ago the levy upon suborii- 
nate lodges was reduced 20 per cent., but 
in spite of the falling off in receipts there 
is over 313,000. An interesting table in 
this connection shows that in the last nine 
years some $60,000 has been paid in 
benefits to members or their heirs.

Perhaps it would be as well to men- 
tion here that the Dianthus are a 
Sub-order of the large Pink family, and 
to this sub-order belong all of the gar- 
den pinks. The Dianthus Barbatus 
includes the buch Pinks, the Sweet 
Williams; and the Dianthus Caryo- 
pPhyllus is the original of the clove 
Pink, from which has been evolved 
“the spicy Carnation freaked with pas- 
Sion.’ Florists and growers, however, 
do not classify the Dianthus and Caxr- 
nation together, but make a distinc- 
tlon between them. 

The Dianthus, then, of the growers, 
are truly garden flowers, and are ex- 
ceptionally easy to grow. Any one 
procuring a package of mixed seed 
will have no difficulty in raising a 
large number of plants. Seed sown 
the first of April will produce plents 
which will bloom throughout the sum- 
mer, and that without any great 
amount of care. One of the hand- 
somest of the Dianthus is the Crown 
of Perfection. The flowers are very 
large and extremely double; the colors 
are white and various shades of red. 
Some of the varieties are curiously 
marked. Fireball is as brilliantly car- 
mine as if It had stolen the flame of 
that torch of the woodland—the Car- 
dinal Flower, Midnight is very odd; 
the leaves are dark green, the stems 
and buds black and the flowers dark- 
ly crimson. White Frill is attractive; 
the centre of the floweris a Very deep 
Durple, contrasting strongly with its 
ringed white border. One of the 
novelties In color is the Dwarf, Cop- 
per Red, which is all that the name 
implies. The single Dianthus are love- 
ly. The flowers are large an dperfeot, 
and each point seems to follow its own 
caprice In the arrangement of colors. 
Snowflake has immense, pure white 
flowers. Eastern Queen runs a gamut 
of color from pink to lavender, and 
the rich red of Crimson Belle is posi- 
tively imperial.

While Savine was away from his 
country on his jaunt Russian authori- 
ties began to suspect him of sympathy 
with the nihilists on account of his 
well-known friendship for several] pro- 
minent members of that revolutionary 
party. The Russian officials finally de- 
termined to arrest him and bring him 
home for examination. Detectives were 
sent from St. Petersburg and In a short 
time they located their man in Paris. 
The count was taken unawares and 
Was arrested without a struggle. He 
says he was guilty of no offense what- 
ever and resolved that his captors 
should not tuke him far. He escaped 
from his captors no fewer than three 
times, and after thrilling adventures, 
once jumping out of a car while run- 
ning through a tunnel, Savine finally 
made his way to Vienna, and there 
heard of the dethronement of Princo 
Alexander of Bulgari, which had just 
taken place. It struck him that In 
the disordered state of affairs there he 
might find an opportunity of some kind 
to improve his financial condition, 
which by this time was sadly in need 
of repair. The prodigal way in which 
he had spent money in search of pleas- 
ure, his losses at the gaming table, and 
his many filghts from officers had re- 
duced him to dire straights. Before 
starting for Bulgaria he went to Venice 
to see his old friend Don Carlos, When 
he appealed to Don Carlos for assist- 
ance he was accommodated with a loan 
of 25,000 francs, Then he departed for 
Bulgaria. Meanwhile he dropped his 
Russian name, Savine, and was known 
as Count Toulouse Lautrec, Shortly 
after arriving In Bulgaria he met the 
great General Stambuloff, then Premter 
of the Province. Savine had the cool 
assurance to propose to the Premier 
that he, Suvine, should see what could 
be done toward negotiating a loan for 
Bulgaria Stambuloff proposed that 
as the “count” was of a family of most 
noble and ancient Mneage he should 
become a pretender to the throne, and, 
if the Sultan consented, assume the 
royal crown. The “count” consented, 
with the thought, he says, that if he did 
step into royal robes he would turn 
Bulgaria over to Russia. Stambuloft 
made the proposition with the under- 
standing that he would be king only 
in name, and that the real power would 
be furnished from behind the throne, 

Savine at once set off for Constantt- 
nople to consult the Sultan and see if 
he would give his consent to the 
scheme. The Sultan was only too glad 
of an opportunity to settle Bulgarian 
affairs, and he readily assented to the 
proposition. Plans were progressing 
nicely when a most trivial incident 
stopped this great project of manufac- 
turing a toy king for Bulgaria. One 
night Savine went out to be shaved, 
and entering a shop where a sign was 
out he was confronted by a barber froin 
St. Petersburg. He saw nothing but a 
plain, every-day barber before him, He 
doesn't even know now that he ever 
saw the man before. But the barber 
recognized Savine In an Instant. He 
eaid nothing, but took off the “count’s"” 
beard, The next day it was all over 
Constantinople that Savine, for whom 
Russia was scouring Europe, was in 
the city. Savine was arrested and hur- 
ried off to Russia under elnse fuard, 
80 close ‘ndeed that he could not re- 
peat the tricks that had previously 
helped him to escape. After being kept 
In prison eighteen months he was re- 
Ueved of his war medals and sent to 
live In Siberia for five years.

Breton, That there had been exten- 
sive corruption by the Opposition was 
stoutly asserted by the Secretary of 
State, end Mr. McDougall, his col- 
league from Cape Breton, declared 
that the Liberals had offered as high 
as $100 for the Conservative electors 
to refrain from voting. Sir Richard 
Cartwright, Mr. Mulock, and Mr, 
Casey made successive assaults upon 
the new arrival, but failed to make 
any visible impression upon him. The 
characteristic Indifference of Sir Chas, 
Tupper to the most vicious attack of 
the Liberals was exemplified thor- 
oughly during to-day's proceedings. 
Finding that nothing was to be gain- 
ed from these tactics, the Liberals at 
the evening session allowed the bud- 
get debate to proceed, and some pro- 
gress was made. 

The Conservative caucus this morn- 
ing was largely attended. Dr. Roome, of 
Middlesex, was chosen chairman, after 
which Sir Mackenzie Bowell stated 
that the object of the gathering was 
to elicit views regarding the legislation 
the Government proposed to introduce 
as to the school question. He called 
upon Mr. Dickey to make the explana- 
tions, which he did, but as the bill is 
row before the public these need not 
be repeated.

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Bat Shona Eleoctrocuted—For the Murder o1 
Robert Ross—The Fatal Outcome of an 
Election Riot, 


Dannemora, N.Y., Feb. 11.—Bat Shea 
was electrocuted at the prison at 9,56 
this morning. 

The crime for which Shea paid the 
penalty to-day is one that, becauge of 
ita character, has been rehearsed very 
often, the incentive being a destre to 
violate election laws that had for years 
been trampled upon in Troy, and which 
the better element of both partios had 
determined should be violated no more, 
At the March election in 1894 the peo- 
le of Troy determined to free the 
ity’Bmame from the stain upon it, and 
rganized into a committee of safety, 
and urged all good citizens to help to 


-purify the ballot. Shea, McGough, and 


several others, who had for years led 
parties of repeaters, were warncd not 
to try it at any of the polling places, 
and were told that they would be re 
sisted, even with arms. It was in the © 
Sixth Ward of Troy that the man who — 
Was electrocuted this mornmg appeat- — 
ed, and tried to vote In violation of 
law. <A general melee took place, In © 
which William Ross, Robert Ross, 
McGough, and Shea, with half a dozen 
others, were engaged. Revolvers were 
drawn, and while Robert Ross lay 
prostrated upon the ground Shea de- 
liberately shot him In the back of the 
head, killing him. McGough shot WIl- 
liam Ross, and for that crime was sen- 
tenced to Dannemora for 18 years. Shea 
was tried during a period of great in- 
dignation, and on the 13th of July was 
found guilty and sentenced to be ex- 
ecuted in the week beginning August 
2ist, 1894. ‘To-day was the fifth date 
set for the execution. 

The condemned man slept soundly 
last night, and arose at 7 o'clock. His 
breakfast consisted of ham and eggs 
The rites of the Catholic Church were 
administered by his spiritual advisers, 
and the preparations for the execu- 
tlon were nastened as much as 
sible. 

“Tam an innocent man,” said Shea 
to his priests anc his keepers the last 
thing before th execution, The 
warden brought the convict Into the 
death-room at just 9.55 o'clock. The 
straps were adjusted quickly, the 
priests intoned the service for the dead. 
The current sent the body tightly 
axadinst the straps, and the neck and 
bared leg grew purple. Twice the cur- 
rent Was applied before the stethescope 
recorded no life. The autopsy showed 
that Shea was in fine physical condi- 
tion, and that he Was a man of ex- 
traordinary physique and  resistanc 
to the current The physician sal 
death was instantaneous.

By nine o'clock ao large num- 
ber of seats had been taken, The 
Irish benches alone were not crowded 
Many supporters of the Government 
Were obliged to stand, owing to lack 
of seats The Speaker, the Right 
Hon, Willlam Court Gully, took his 
seat at 1.65 p.m. At 205 p.m. the 
Black Rod summoned thé members of 
the House of Commons to attend the 
House of Lords for the reading of the 
Queen's speech.

The Legislative Chamber and ap- 
proaches were filled to overflowing 
yenterday afternoon with a _  well- 
diesred crowd, principally of lralics. 
The ceremonies were of the usual im- 
posing character, The Interior of the 
chamber had been handsomely deco- 
rated, and the scene was one of the 
most brilllant ever witnessed at the 
new Parliament buildings. The ladies 
crowded on the floor of the house. 

Yromptly at three o'clock the escort 
of cavalry and the carriage contain- 
ing his Honour drew up at the front 
door. The infantry presented arms 
and the band played the bars of the 
National Anthem as laid down in the 
Queen's regulations. His Honour 
alighted and entered the House. The 
cavalry escort consisted of twelve 
troopers of the Royal Canadian Dra- 
goons, under the command of Capt. 
Forrester. His Honour was then join- 
ed by his staff, and they entered the 
House, led by Sergeant-at-Arms Glack- 
meyer. The staff consisted of Col. Sir 
Casimir Gzowsk!, A.D.C. to the Queen; 
Commander Law, KR.N., and Capt. 
Kirkpatrick, aides-de-camp to his 
Honour the Lieut.-Governor; Col, Ot- 
ter, Lieut.-Col G. T. Denison, Lieut.- 
Col. Gray, Lieut.-Col, Hamilton, Lieut.- 
Col. Graveley, Lieut,-Col. Dunn, Capt. 
Baldwin. The Consular officers pre- 
sent were Mr. S, Nordheimer, repre- 
senting Germany; Mr. Glanelli, Italy; 
Mr. J. E. Thompson, Hawaii; and 
Mr. Geo. Musson, Brazil.

In the last decade there has been 
no disposition to dispute the fact that 
Henry Irving stands supreme and alone 
as an artist manager, Viewed merely 
as an actor he has never ranked with 
the English Macreardy or the American 
Forrest and Booth, But no actor of 
the first rank has ever possessed Irv- 
ing’s comprehension of art in its broad- 
est significance, The art of the English 
master of the stage Is universal. It Is 
the possession of this quality that en- 
ables him to make productions of class- 
fe and historical drama, which, before 
hia advent, were beyond the dreams of 
the most ambitious stage director, The 
scenes of an Irving production are a 
delight to the painter’s eye; the Iincl- 
dental music which accompanies the 
action Is composed by some master who 
has caught from Irving the spirit of 
the play, the costumes, faithful in ma- 
terial and design, win the admiration 
alike of the lover of romance and the 
student of history. 

Surrounding the genius of the Ly- 
ceum Theater, London—in fact, his 
comrades and cordial co-workers—are 
most of the men of the English metrop- 
olils whose names are great in painting, 
in sculpture, in music, in architecture— 
in every branch of art that can con- 
tribute to a perfect stage representa- 
tion of a noble historical subject, It 
ie a peculiarity of Irving’s temperament 
that he is able to inspire and bind to- 
gether in his own service all these ele- 
ments. Probably the secret of his suc- 
cess is his invariably generous public 
recognition of the contributions of 
others toward his triumph, and the 
geniality of his bearing toward all 
with whom he comes in contact.

CLIFF OWELLERS OF ALABAMA. 


Skeletons of an Extinct Kuce Discovere 


in the Kiver Bluffs, 


A number of important archaeologl- 
cal discoverles are belng made in the 
bluffs along the Tennessee river near 
Florence, Ala. A few days ago a party 
of Florentines made an important dis- 
covery in a cave high up the bluff, 
near Bainbridge Ferry, a few miles 
above Florence. The cave is far above 
high water and is accessible only by 
means of a ladder 50 feet long. Within 
the cave were found human bones and 
curlous pottery, The bones bore evl- 
dence of having belonged to a race 
heroic in size, and the pottery is un- 
like any found in the Indian mounds 
in this section. The cave is a large 
one, and leading off from it are sevy- 
eral smaller caverns which appear to 
have been the work of men. Old re- 
sidents in the neighborhood tell of an- 
other cave which was found near the 
same place years ago, but which was 
closed by an earthquake, 

The bluff at the point where this last 
cave was found is fully 200 feet hign, 
and it is belleved there are other 
caves In it similar to the one explored, 
that have been closed up with large 
rocks by the people who used them as 
& Surial place for their dead. Some 
months ago a similar cave was found 
below Sheffield, by parties from Bar- 
ton Station, which had been cleverly 
closed, and in it were also found hu- 
man bones and potery, It is thought 
that a race of cliff or cave dwellers 
once made thelr homes in the bluffs 
alernge the Tennessee, and the bones 
and pottery recently discoverd are be- 
lieved to belong to a race which has 
been extict for many centuries.

I'ree trade was a natural law, but not a 
moral law, and it would be very unwise to 
commit national suicide just to please 
somebody else, when a neighboring country

production, and within half a century 
.the entire world would be under 
free trade. A great encumbrance was 
that of the standing army; one nation 


looks acroas the channel and sees every- 
where the glitter of bayonets and then 
turns around and strives to make their own 
look brighter ; Europe bristles with buyo- 
nots ; give tho volunteers a soldier's train- 
ing iv all that is necessary ; cultivate the 
doctrine of peace. We need not be afraid 
of the United States, as we liold the k y 
to the great lakes, and if the worst came 
Sritint: ur boats could easily come in and 
defend that frontier. Britain's cur- 
rency was one of the most stupid in the 
world and a more uniform coinage should 
be «mudopted. Wherever the lnglish 
language was spoken it crowded out all 
othor languages, and a man could circle 
the Globe without speaking avy othor 
tongue. The secret of England’s great- 
ness is attributed to christianity and 
bible. !

the public schools of the city twouty three 
toachor four males and nineteen fomales. 





Tho report gave the professional standing 
of the teachors The re- 
port also dealt with the attendance of the 
echolars, and held there was plenty of 
work for a Truant Officer. Tle had urged 
upon the teachers that too much use was 
made of note books in the schools. The 
order and attention in the schools has been 
greatly improved. He had urged teachors 
not to keep pupils in during recess. The 
teachors are carnest and industrious and 
the schools are more eflicient than they 
have ever been. 

Mr. Wills thought the pupils who wore 
proficient should bo allowed to go homo at 
3:30 and the teacher's time given to those 
who were behind for the remaining half 
hour. 

Mr. Milburn, Principal of the High 
School, submitted his report on tho state 
of the High School. There were 176 
pupils present at the opening of the school 
after the Christmas holidays, and the 
average attendance for January was 117. 
The reports stated that the pupils were 
comfortable and the ventilation and host- 
ing were good. Mr. Milburn urged that 
the Board instruct the teachers to rofer all 
pupils guilty of misconduct to tho Princt- 
pal, thus saving friction all round, Ho 
thought no pupil should be given home 
work requiring more than two hours of his 
or her time. ‘Total registration ot pupils 
for 1895 was 291 ; registered thus far this 
year, 205: In conclusion, he believed the 
school to be in a good condition, but 
thought by the addition of supplementary 
reading the school would receive a higher 
grading. 

Moved by Mr. Wills, seconded by Mr. 
Johnson, that the following committee be 
appointed to take into consideration what 
arrangement can be made for the introduc- 
tion of military drill for the boys and 
calisthenics for the girls into the schools 
and report at the next meeting; Messrs. 
Johnson, Diamond, Biggar, Eakins and 
the mover.—Carried. 

Moved hy Mr. Johnson, seconded by 
by Rey. M. W. Maclean, that the Board 
expresses its pleasure that the Polico Com- 
missioners have appointed a Truant Officer, 
and thank them for this action. We 
further beliove that the officer appointed, 
Constable Win.

$10,000 for doing nothing during that time 
ana Mr. Patteson 368,000 for filling the 
office, 

Now, the Patrons say this is one of the 
wrongs they wish to discontinu’, and both 
the old parties have aided its continuance. 
Those who claim that superannuation, as 
above described, is right, will oppose the 
Patrons; otherwise they should support 
them.

Napoleon started out as a fall- 
ure in Corsica, and as Neutenant in the

Hon. G. W. Ross’ bill to consolidate 
and revise the Public Schools Act came 
up for its second reading. One of the 
principal clauses In this bill is that 
which is intended to assist the poorer 
Sections. It provides that the municl- 
pal council of every county shall levy 
and collect the sum of $50 at 
least for every Public school section In 
Which a school has been kept open the 
whole year, and a proportionate sum 
where the school has been kept open 
for six months or oVer. An additional 
sum of $25 shall be levied and collected 
in a similar manner for every assiStant 
teacher engaged for the whole year, 
and a proportionate amount if such 
assistant was engaged for six months 
or over, 

This is In addition to the 
township grant. 

Mr. Stratton objected to this clause 
as going too far in the Interests of the 
poorer section. He also suggested the 
advisability of having five trustees in 
rural sections instead of three. 

Messrs. McNichol of South Grey and 
Thomas Gamey of Centre Grey both 
urged upon the Minister the advisabill- 
ty of giving trustees in rural sections 
the option of shortening the summer 
holidays. 

Mr. Matheson pointed out that the 
change effected by the financial clause 
was that whereas under the old law all 
the money raised In a township was ex- 
pended In the township under the pro- 
posed amendment it might be spent 
elsewhere In the county, He could not 
say whether he approved of the princl- 
ple or not. 

Mr. Reld (Addington) agreed with the 
amendment, and thought the Govern- 
ment grant should be appropriated on 
the same principle. 

Dr. Willoughby thought that the 
measure, as a whole, would meet with 
very general approval, 

Mr. Haycock spoke in opposition to 
the financial clause referred to. The 
bill was discussed at some length, espe- 
clally with reference to the one clause, 
but finally received its second reading. 

A motion was then made to go into 
committee of supply, whereupon Mr. 
Marter moved an amendment, setting 
forth that the present administration 
of the liquor license law, by commis- 
sioners and inspectors, was partizan, 
tyrannical in some cases, lax in others 
and generally unsatisfactory, and movy- 
ing to change the system of appointing 
commissioners so that hereafter the 
county boards shall be composed of the 
warden of the county, the county judge 
and one member appointed by the Goy- 
eroment, and the boards in cities and 
towns separated from the county, of 
the county judge, the mayor and one 
member appointed by the Government. 

Mr. Marter spoke at Some length in 
support of his motion. He argued 
along the lines of his motion, and 
quoted the utterances of some well- 
Known temperance men to show that 
the feeling was that the administra- 
tion was partizan, tyrannical, unfair 
and ineffectual. He attacki®l the Goy- 
ernment for the granting of an Island 
license in the face of all the opposition 
there was to it.

Canadian Missionary Hartwell Tells of 

His Return Trip to the scene of 
Chincse Peraccution 


March 12.—Writing to 
The Whig, Rev. G. B. Hartwell give 
an account of his return to tie Chi- 
nese olty from which he was driven 
Jast May. He says: 

“What a triumph to pass up the 
great east street in broad daylight in 
the company of offictals, not as pri- 
soners, as séVen months ago, but as 
guests welcomed back! A good com- 
pound has been provided adjoining 
our property, where We can carry on 
our work of reconstruction most cOol- 
veniently. The acting magistrate even 
wants us to purchase this new place 
to snlarge our borders. So kind, 80 
considerate, 6o exuberant was he, that 
we drank freely of the putented 
soothing syrup, and now think that 
he means well, that they all mean 
well; that the present staff of officials 
are pro-forelgners, and that every- 
thing is being done to make it safe 
and pleasant for forelgners in the fu- 
ture. 

“It is too early to give a definite 
statement. In some places they act 
a little ke whipped curs who would 
like to snarl and bite, but dare not. 
Passing along the road or through the 
streets, everything is quiet. The peo- 
ple evidently understand that the for- 
elgners are here by official consent, 
That there should be a strong under- 
current at this juncture Is only what 
might be expected. It will take a 
little time to disabuse the minds of 
those who thought us gullty. But the 
darkest clouds have often « silver Iin- 
Ine. Neighbore, friends, teachers, 
street officials, merchants,unreservedly 
came to our dwelling as soon as it 
was known we had arrived. The guest 
room was a scene of jubilee for two 
or three days. Walking along the 
streets, where we were best known, 
the people flocked out to welcome us. 
Whatever feeling there has been 
against foreigners, it is certain that 
it was fanned outside of their respec- 
tive nelghborhoods. The real cause of 
the rlots is still shrouded In mystery. 
The natives declare the ringleaders 
are unknown and no one has been pun- 
ished apart from the officials. 

“All the riots along the Yang-tse 
Valley, In which four lives were lost, 
had their origin In Hunan. Now the 
man most active in the Chen-tu riots 
has been proven to be a Hunanese. As 
long as Hunan remains closed, she 
will continue to be the fountain of evil 
and hatred against forelgners. No

It Ix Not Likely That spain Wonld (ttompt 
to rey on American Commerer, 

London, March 12.—In the House of 
Commons to-day, Thomas Gibson 
Bowles, Tory member for Lynn Regis, 
asked if the Government's attention 
had been called to statements in the 
Spanish press that In the event of war 
with the United States Spain would fit 
out privateers to prey on American 
commerce, she not being a party to the 
declaration of Paris of 1856. 

A. J. Balfour, First Lord of the Trea- 
sury and Government leader in the 
House, said that, in view of the fact 
that theré had been no privateers fitted 
out in any war since 1856, even by the 
powers that had not acceded to the de- 
claration of Paris; in view also of the 
fact that the princtple of a neutral flog 
received general acceptance, he doubt- 
ed that Spain or any other country 
would adopt the measures suggested. 
Mr, Balfour held that there was a gen- 
eral acceptance of the Paris declaration 
by all the powers, though {t was not 
embodied in a treaty. 


SUGAR IS NOW GETTING SCARCE, 
The American Eefiners Will Mave to Get 
& Supply of Beet Sugar from Germany. 

New York, March 12.—Secretary John 
I). Searles of the Sugar Trust said to- 
day : ‘Unless the Cuban war ends at 
once the st rcrop from the island will 
be practically nothing. It is now very 
ripe, and must have attention at once 
or not at all. While the insurgents 
agreed to protect the milling of 200,000 
tons of sugar by thelr friends, the 
Spaniards, in turn, will prevent the 
milling of the crop of the friends of the 
insurgents. 

“The American Sugar Re fining Com- 
pany will, therefore, be obliged to seek 
its sugar elsewhere. It will obtain most 
of it in the form of beet sugar from 
Germany.”

at Corfa—An Open Letter. 


London, March 12.—The Daily News 
will to-morrow say that some days 
before the massacre gt Corfa, the Ar- 
menlans were warned that it was im- 
pending, but the officials prevented 
them from leaving the town. During 
the suspense the Gregorian clergy 
compiled a letter, which they sent se- 
cretly to Aintab, whence it was for 
warded to Europe. The Archpriest 
Stephen and four other priests were 
subsequently slain before the altar, 
while celebrating the Puoharist. The 
letter contains messages to the Sultan 
and to the Gregorians Moslem, fel- 
low-countrymen, and reproaches their 
European brethren for standing by 
Watching the bloody work. It also 
contains the following: To the Chris- 
tians of the United States of Amerl- 
ca, We say farewell. We have been 
strenuously opposed to your mission 
work among us, but these bloody days 
have shown that some of our Protest- 
ant brethren have been staunch de- 
fenders of our honor and faith. You 
at least know that our crime in the 
eyes of the Turk has been that we 
adopted the civilization you commend- 
ed to us. Behold now the missions 
and schools which you planted among 
us at the cost of many millions of 
dollars and hundreds of precious 
lives. They are in ruins, and the Turk 
is planning to rid himeelf of the mis- 
Sionaries and teachers by leaving 
them nobody among whom to labor.

it cannot affect either the Grand Trunk or 
the C. P. R. So far as local traflic is con- 
cerned, it could only be as to possibly one- 
third of the traffic carried by the Grand 
Trunk that it might be said to be really in 
Opposition, whereas so far as two-thirds of 
the traffic is concerned it will be local and 
such traffic as the Grand Trunk would not 
get. Where there local lines 
the idea would be to make a running 
arrangement with such local lines, under 
the Railwav Act. 

It is alleged that the members of Parlia- 
ment representing the various constituenc- 
M0660 far a8 thoy are aware, are almost 
unanimously in favor of the granting of 
charter. Tho men connected with it are 
men of large influence, and wealthy, and 
it would indeed, they assort, seem a pity, 
if where a large amount of money is to be 
spent in the country it should be prevent- 
ed for the sake of the shareholders of the 
G. T. R., which was given millions of dol- 
lars by this country. The promotors are 
asking nothing but a right to invest their 
money. 

Until the representations of the existing 
railways have been heard, it will not be 
possible to form a well-founded opinion on 
the subject. The matter will no doubt be 
fully discussed before the Railway Com- 
mittes of Parliament, and we will keep our 
readers informed as to their proceedings.

OGCanuibalism on Sen and Land. 


Then it comes to pass, when the moment 
of keenest agony is reached, that the starv- 
ing man begins to oye hiscompanion with 
the wolf-glare of a beast of prey. His 
pangs become paroxysmal. During their 
greatest intensity there ee z3 up within 
hiin a fierce impnise to slay ifn neigh bor 
that he may feed on his flesh and slake 
his thirst. with his blood. This terrible 
prompting to cannibalism, it may bo noted, 
is, however, rare saye in cases of famine 
from shipwreck. 

Although it is customary to regard it as 
acommon feature of starvation, and to 
inake thrilling statements of the frequency 
with which even mothers will, under the 
oud of hunger, kill and eat their children, 
and although startling assertions to this 
effect have been made by historians of 
great sieges, yotbib ought to be said that, 
as a goneral rule, well suthenticated 
cases of cannibalisin among civilized 
people will be found to occur only at 
hey are very rarely found on land. 
And what is more curious still, whenever 
famished, shipwrecked men set foot on 
shore, no matter how desolate and barren 
may be their rock of refuge; they seem as 
if by magic at once to banish from their 
minds the very idea Of anthropophagy, or 
man-eating, and that, too, though they 
might have been resignedly contemplating 
it 45 an imperative necossity a few hours 
before. 

In the case of Ensign Prentiss, of the 
Kighty-fourth regiment, and his com- 
pantons, who were wrecked on the barren 
island off Cape Breton in 1780, the differ- 
ence betweon famine on shore and on sea 
is curiously exemplified. Prontiss re 
cords that they were ablo to endure the 
most fearful pangs of hunger without ever 
somuch as a thought of resorting to 
caunibalism for relief so long, however, 
and only so long as they kept on land. But 
whon they took to their boats—and it 
was not ouce—moerely, that they experienc- 
ed this—in order Lo escape from their rock- 
bound prison, though they were not a whit 
worse off for food than they were on land, 
yet the moment they put to sea with one 
accord they began to think of killing and 
eating one of their number. On the other 
hand, when they found their attempt to 
escape futile and put back to shore, whon- 
over they landed the horrible idea of can- 
nibalism seomed to vanieh.—Science for 
All,

Winnipeg, Man., March 12,—The 
Orange Lodge of Dominion City, in a re- 
cent meeting moved a strong condemnation 
of Major Stewart Mulvey, the local mem- 
ber for Morris, for his violent attack on 
Mr. McFadden, a brother Orangeman in 
the Legislature.

Platinum in New South Wales. 
In view of the enormously increased con- 
sumption of platinum in electrical work, it 
is agrecable to note the well accredited 
statement that largo deposits of this 
valuable mineral have been discovered at 
Fitfield, New South Wales. It haa been 
known for several years that platiniferous 
lead existed in this locality, and tho de- 
posits have been worked, though only on 
asmall scale. It is now found, however, 
that the platiniferous lead is over a mile 
long, varyingin width from 60 feot to 150 
feet, and covered with from 60 foet to 70 
feet of loam. The precious metala 
practically contined to the bed-rock, ,and 
the drift for 3 inches aboye the bottom. 
Nugyeta which weighed from» few grains 
up to 5 pennyweights, have been occasion- 
ally found. The crude metal contains 
about 7 por cent. of platinum, and real 
izea at the present time upon the field, 
2Aa per ounce.—Engineering and 
journal.

war Is by no means her first. Al- 
though she is not yet thirty years 
old, she has taken part in four great 
conflicts, which will be described later. 
She has conquered every time and she 
has emerged from the smoke of battle 
calm and unruffled and with a large 
following of citizens who had been very 
enthusiastically opposed to her in the 
beginning. 

She knows the business of the Sal- 
vation Army from the first step to the 
last. Before she was fifteen she was 
selling War Crys in the streets of Lon- 
don, and since that time she has filled 
every grade and rank in the army, 
from cadet to commissioner. 

Following her early and humble ex- 
perience in the selling of War Crys, 
Miss Booth settled down In the train- 
ing home in London and helped her 
sister to turn out large numbers of 
Women warriors from that Institution, 

When she was considerably less than 
twenty, the famous Pall Mall Gazette 
revelations convulsed London, and the 
Salvation Army took a prominent part 
in the trouble. Indignant citizens of 
the lower classes who objected to being 
exposed or saved according to the 
army's methods, spent a great deal 
of time bombarding its headquarters 
and making things unpleasant for offi- 
cers and privates. Day after day she 
and her little band of women marched 
out as a target for sticks and stones, 
and day after day they marched back 
very much bruised, but still full of 
cheerful enthusiasm, It was on one 
of these occasions that Eva Booth's 
powers of diplomacy first revealed 
themselves. 

The attack was a particularly bitter 
one, The leader was a particularly 
depraved ruffian who had a leaning 
towards broken bottles and londed 
sticks as missiles. It was during the 
heat of the conflict, and when the wo- 
men warrlors of the Salvation Army 
were getting decidedly the worst of it, 
that Capt. Eva Booth turned confild- 
ingly to this youth and assured him 
that he must take care of her. 
plained to him that he wag stronger 
than she, and she actually succeeded 
in making him call off his followers 
and escort her and her companions 
safely home. Subsequently, when she 
lay at death's door, this youth pawned 
his vest and bought a bunch of white 
grapes which he brought to the door 
of her sick room in the most Chester-

A number of the bulls began to bel- 
low, and to throw dirt with their 
hoofs.

He has since, 
if my information is correct, guarded- 
ly communicated his information to 
some of his colleagues. His reported 
counse} 1s that "to effectually obstruct 
the new naval scheme might bring 
the country within risk of a great 
catastrophe,”’ and he has clearly indl- 
cated that the Kaiser's comprehensive 
plans In Africa form a sufficient basis 
for Ministerial measures against them, 

Of course, recent reports from Ber- 
lin of the Kalser’'s hope to bulld a 
great navy In spite of the opposition 
of the Reichsrath, his known colonial 
aspirations, and his overt hatred and 
jealousy of England, lend further cre- 
dence to the above report. It Is even 
more certain that if the danger I 
have outlined is made officially known 
to the British people, the outburst of 
feeling for war with Germany will be 
far more intense than that after Wil- 
liam's telegram to Oom Paul. 

One must mix with mefcantile and 
industrial classes ‘to fully appreciate 
the almost universal hatred of Ger- 
many among them. Her commercial 
competition almost everywhere, even 
in England's own colonies, has been 
of the utmost injury to English manu- 
factures. Cheap German clerks, often 
remarkable linguists, are crowding 
out young Englishmen even in London 
and Liverpool, Glasgow and Sheffield 
houses. The favor always shown by 
the Queen,as well as by her predeces- 
sors, to their German relations in the 
British army and navy, has aroused 
a decided prejudice, which, perhaps, 
partly explains the opposition led by 
The Times to the proposed vote of a 
pension to the Duke of Cambridge. 

If my explanation of Sir Willlam 
Harcourt’s action ts correct, he has 
either not communicated it to the 
Irish members of Parliament or to 
Labouchere, or else they disregard It. 
Irish leaders are arranging for a re- 
solute resistance to the passsage of the 
naval scheme through the Commons. 
I may add, however, that it is not at 
all unlikely, if their obstructive tactics 
be persisted in, that the English and 
Scotch Liberals will be found support- 
ing the Government on the navy plans, 
and that an allfance between the Irish 
and the Liberals may be ruptured, 
perhaps, for years to come.

Ottawa, March 15.—(Special.)—Otta- 
wa papers are kicking against the 
Cabot Historical Exhibition being held 
in Toronto next year. The I'ree rress 
claims that the capital Is the only 
place where a celebration could pro- 
perly be held. It says the Toronto ex- 
hibition will be a preposterous mixture 
of county fair, prize chromo, free lec- 
ture, bun feed, free ticket and brass 
band kindofaffair. Ifsuch ascheme 
was brought to a head it would pro- 
bably prove a fizzle, similar to the 
great summer carnival held in the 
Queen City of Jobbery long ago. 

Over 90 collections of mineral speci- 
mens have beén sent out by the Geo- 
logical Survey to the varlous eduea- 
tional institutions throughout Canada, 
It is the intention of the survey to 
supplement the collections onw be 
longing to the principal universities. 
In the collections already sent there 
arg over 11,000 specimens, weighing 
aitogether over two and a half tons. 

Half a million copies of mr. Fos- 
ter’s speech on the school question 
will be printed for campaign purposes. 

The Government has ordered a com- 
plete report of the debate on the Re- 
medial Gill, to be made up in book 
form from Hansard, in order that the 
literature of this question may be pre- 
sented in compact form.

THE NEW N. B. LIQUOR LAW. 


Lucal Governusent Wiil Control the Li- 
conse, -Stringent Sunday Kegulations. 
Fredericton, N.B., March 15.—Three

The re- 
tail licenses now are $150; the new 
bill increases them to $300. Wholesale, 

now $300, will be $500, and hotel li-

$400 each. ‘The licenses are to be issued 
by a Commissioner appointed by the 

Government, and there are to be jn- 

spectors for each place to enforce the 

Jaw. The revenue js to be put into & 

general fund, and after all expenses 

are paid, the surplus to be divided 
equally between the city or municipal- 

{ty and the Government, In case the 

litensee is found guilty of selling on 

Sunday, his license shall be forfeited, 

fn addition to a fine of $100. The bill 

jg, altogether, very severe on Illegal 
liquor selling. Hotels are allowed to 
serve bona fide guests on Sundays.

I do not speak of this question from 
the point of view of party. I have 
never done so. I have simply looked 
upon it as a question of doing jus- 
tice to a certain section of our popu- 
Jatioh. I understand that the propor- 
tion of Roman Catholics in the Do- 
minion is 44 per cent. Suppose it was 
‘only 4 per cent. instead of 44 per cent., 
would our obligations not be as im- 
perative to do justice by them? I 
have never mentioned national schools 
or separate. What we have to do is to 
ascertain beyond doubt that an In- 
justice has been done and then find 
the remedy for it; by the provincial 
authority by all means, and chiefly 
and in spite of every obstacle by ami- 
cable means. If certain rights have 
been invaded the duty Is to restore 
such, in order that we may have har- 
mony and prosperity. We must re- 
spect the consclences of every section 
of the people, but we at the same 
time should take care not to reach a 
crisis until every means of friendly 
rettlement has been exhausted.”

head of the conquerors and the other of the 
defeated. And by a singular fortune, this 
chrilling drama, in a great turning point of 
human civilization, has been told in the 
most splendid chapter of the most consum- 
mate history which our language has pro- 
duced. 

The storming and sack of Constantino- 
plo in the fourth crusade by a mixed host 
of Vonotian, Flemish, Italiau and French 
filibusters, a story so well told by Mr. E. 
Pears im his Soullece monograph, was not 
only one of the most extraordinary ad- 
ventures of the Middles Ages, but one of 
the most wanton crimes against civiliza- 
tion committed by feudal lawlessness and 
religious bigotry at a time of confusion 
and superstition. It is a dark 
blot on the record of the Church 
and on the memory of Innocent III., 
and a standing monument of the anarchy 
and rapacity to which feudalism was liablo 
to degenerate. The sack of Constantinople 
by the so-called soldiers of the Cross in 
the thirteenth century was far more blood- 
thirsty, more wanton, more destructive 
than the storming of Constantinople by 
the followers of Sobamnied in the 15th 
century. It had far less historic 
justification, it had more disastrous 
effects on human progress, and it intro- 
duced a less valuable and less enduring 
type of civilized life. The crusaders, who 
had no serious aim but plunder, effected 
nothing but detruction. They practically 
annihilated the East Roman empire, which 
never recoyered from this fatal blow. Itis 
true that the Byzantine empire had been 
rapidly decaying for more than a century, 
aud that its indispensable service to civiliza- 
tion was completed. But the crusading buc- 
caneers burned down a great part of the rich- 
est city of Europe, which was a museum 
and remnant of antiquity ; they wantonly 
destroyed priceless works of art, buildings, 
books, records and documents. They 
effected nothing of their own purpose, and 
what thoy indirectly caused was a stimulus 
to Italian commerce, the dispersion 
through Europe of some arts, and tho re- 
moval of the last barrier against the 
entrance of the Moslem into Europe.— 
Fortnightly Review.

Five posts, each 6 1-2 feet above the 
floor, wer et along the north wall, 
One at each end and three equal dis- 
tance upurt between—each post set 
Close up «aguithite the bank of earth. 
Opposite each of chese wall posts and 
t distant, th posts were set, 
each 11 feet above the Moor. The 

uth wall posis were each 3 feet high 
above the ground and 18 feet from the 
north wall posts, ang set in line with 
the others. Midway between the south 
Wall posts and the ridge another row 
of smaller posts was set to furnish sup- 
port for the long bars I cut these 
posts out of the wood, selecting nice, 
Straight poles and removing the bark. 
They cost me nothing but my labor. 

Plates of 2x4 oak were spiked to the 
top of the posts, The two outside or 
gutter plate: placed broad-side 
down, with the outer edge extending 
an inch or so over the outside of the 
posts, to admit of attaching a gutter 
to under side, The inner edge of the 
plate was ralsed a lttle to carry off 
the drip. The plates for the two in- 
side rows of posts were placed on 
edge, and all four rews of plates given 
& slight fall toward one end, in order 
to carry off the wéter down the gut- 
ters. The gutters were made by nail- 
ing two 6-inch strips together thus — 
and attached to the Inner side of the 
Rutter plate. 

The north wall posts were braced by 
a strip nailed from near the top of 
the post to the ridge plate. For the 
bars, I went to the mill and had 
1 {-2x3-inch strips sawed out of cy- 
press. This timber fs native to this 
country and custs $10 per M. It is the 
best of alllumber for greenhouses, but 
yellow pine will answer. I cut the 
Srooves in the bars myself, using a 
combination plane, and cutting a 
&roove 1-2 inch deep and 3-8 inch wide. 
The under side of the ends of the bars 
Was sloped to suit, and nailed onto 
the plates in rafter fashion, allowing 
the toe of the lower end of the bar 
to come just even with the outer edge 
of the gutter plate, thus permitting the 
glass to rest on the plate. The upper 
end of the bars was butted agamist the 
ridge plate, allowing the bar to come 
even with the top of the plate. The 
bars were nailed far énough apart to 
allow a 15-inch glass to rest In the 
grooves. Four ventilators, each 6 feet 
long and the width of two glass, were 
Placed, two on’ each side of the ridge. 
They were framed out of the same ma- 
terial as the bars, At each place 
where a ventilator was wanted a bar 
was sawed out, 6 feet from the ridge 
Plate, and a header was fitted and 
nailed In. The ventilators were hing- 
ed to the ridge plate and lay on top 
of the bars. They were raised from 
the Inside to the lower end of the 
ventilator, and provided every few 
inches with holes for sHpping over a 
spike driven into the header. 

At the lower end of the house a door 
Was placed, and the end closed with 
boards, well lined on the inside with 
building paper.

The Citles Municipal Act—An act to 
anend the Municipal Act-—Mr, Marte: 
It authorizes Mayor and Chairman of 
the Finance Committee to sit with the 
Public School Board, the High School 
Beard and the Public Library Board 
while they are preparing their estt- 
mates. It applies to citles of one hun- 
dred thousand inhabitants, and enables 
Such cities to maintain public lava- 
tories and other conveniences, and also 
enables the Council of any municipall- 
ty to pay rewards for the discovery 
and apprehension or conviction of im- 
me rsonators 

An act respecting traveling stiows, 
circuses and other like exhibitions— 
The Attorney-General—probibits the 
exhibition of traveling menageries, cir- 
cuses, wild west shows and other 
shews of that kind without a lcense 
having been obtained for that purpose 
from the Provincial Treasurer, ‘The sum 
of fifty dollars per day is to be pald 
for every day during which the snow 
ia licensed to be exhibited. It is made 
the duty of the provincial detectives 
to be present at every place at which 
the show is to be exhibited, 
to see that the law Is obeyed, and to 
protect the public from fraud and Im- 
pesture, The act also provides that 
Dominion and Provincial detectives 
and constables are to have froae access 
to every menagerie, circus or other 
like show, and to every horse race, ag- 

ricultural, horticultural and Industrial 
exibition, to the grounds, tents and 
buildings in which the shows, races 
and exhibitions are held, and every 
part thereof. 

An act to amend the Judicature Act 
and the law relating to the Superior 
Ccurts—The Attorney-General. ‘This 
act contains a number of amendmen’ 
made in anticipation of the revision of 
the statutes. Among other things, it 
{3 provided that all actions against 
mtnicipal corporations tn respect to 
injuries sustained through non-repair 
of streets, roads or sidewalks shall 
hereafter be tried by a judge without 
a jury, and enables peace officers 
against whom actions are brought to 
have the same security for costs as 
police magistrates or justices of the 
peace, 

An _act to correct a clerical error in 
the Debentures Registration Act—The 
Attorney-General, It amends section 
4 of that act so as to make the word, 
“holders " mean “ debenture holders,” 

An act respecting bills of sale and 
chattel mortgages in unorganized ter- 
ritorles—The Attorney-General. It 
makes provision for the place of regis- 
try and the time of registration in Al- 
foma, Muskoka, Parry Sound, Rainy 
River and Haliburton. 

An act respecting fraud by debt col- 
lectors—The Attorney-General. It im- 
poses a penalty of $20 for every day 
upon which the offence ig committed 
of sending out noticés or forms in 
imitation of the forms appended to the 
Division Courts Act, or calculated to 
induce the persons recelving the same 
to believe that they are process-issued 
within the Division Court. 

An act to amend the Registry Act— 
Mr. Marter. This is to prevent any 
Plans in which roads are laid out be- 
Ink accepted by the registrar unless 
the consent of the proper Municipal 
Ccuncil is registered therewlth, 

An act respecting Surrogate Courts— 
t The Attorney-General. This enables 

Surrogate Courts, where the estate Is 
less than $1000, to remove an executor 
or administrator. It also provides that 
the executor of an executor shall not,by 
virtue of such executorship, be an ex- 
ecutor of the estate of which the tes- 
tator Is appointed executor, The act 
further repeals the provision which 
makes County Judges €x-ollicio judges 
of the Surrogate Court, but the repeat 
dces not affect judges heretofore ap- 
pointed. 

An act respecting Housts of Refuge 
—Hon. Mr. Gibson. This provides that 
where the amount granted by the Goy- 
ernment towards the establishment of 
a House of Refuge has been less than 
$4000, a further grant,not to exceed,with 
that already made, the sum of $4000, 
may be made upon the acquisition of 
lind or the erection of further bulld- 
ings.

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BODIES TURNED INTO 87 ONE, 


Tho Remarkable Potrifuction in a Urad 
ford, Va.. Comotery Jnat Discovered, 
Bradford, Pa., March 16—On Satur- 

day Afternoon the remains of William 

R. Misher and wife, together with the 

remains of their daughters, Nellie and 

Ida, and a niece named Nellie Dart, 

were dug up at the old Kenny Street 

Cemetery and taken to Oak fill, whare 

they were again consigned to earth, 

The remains of Nellie Dart were 
buried In the old ceme tery In 1861. The 
daughter Nellie was burled In 1864 and 
Ida in 1874. Willlam R. Fisher died jn 

» and his death was followed four 
years later, or in 1889, by that of his 
wife. 

The earth was dug from the graven 
and an attempt nade to Ift the cof- 
fins out, when che undertaker was 
Surprised to find them almost immov- 
able. After considerable effort one of 
the caskets was brought to the top of 
the grave and opened. It was found 
that the body !t contained was fn a 
perfect stats of preservation, The body 
Was as solid as marble, and the fea- 
tures were life-like In their natural- 
ness. Even the clothing had become 
petrified. One after another the bodies 
were lifted from the earth, and when 
each was examined it was found to 
have turned to a stone-like substance. 

The body of Miss Dart, which was 
buried in 1861, resembled a statue of 
marble, At the time of Miss Dart's 
death she welghed 200 pounds,but when 
the body was exhumed It was twice 
that welght. The bottoms of graves 
in the lower portion of the old ceme- 
tery are covered with water at all 
times, and it is supposed that the min- 
eral properties of this water caused 
petrifaction. It fs sald that other pet- 
rificd bodies have been taken from the 
old cemetery.

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QUEBEC WANTS $3,500,000.

GRAVEYARD INSURANCE 
Great Interest Being Taken at W hithy in 
the Alger Case—The Judge's Charge 
to the Grand Jury 

Whitby, March 16.—(Special.)—The 
Breatest interest is still manifested in 
the Alger case, and the approaching 
trial ls the most discussed topic of the 
town. All of the accused are here and 
appear to be anxious that the trial 
Should proceed. It was exp:cted that 
Henry Trull, the Oshawa agent, who 
Was Wanted by the Crown as a wit- 
lees, but disappeared during the pre- 
liminary examination, might return, 
but he has not yet done so. It is look- 
ed upon as rather mystericus that he 
should remain away, as nothing turn- 
ed up at the examination that would 
incriminate him. It appears that dur- 
ing the preliminary examination, which 
was held in the room usually occupled 
by the grand jury, all witnesses were 
excluded but the one undergoing ex- 
amination. Trull was continually 
caught lstening at the door, notwith- 
standing the frequent protests of the 

Strate, who reproached the con- 
stable for allowing it. The latter re- 
plied that he hed hard work keeplr 
the man away, when His Worship re 
marked that unless he could do sg 
Trull would have to be put somewhere 
Where he would have to stay. Since 
then he has not been heard of, exc=pt-

His Lordship's charge to the grand 
jury this morning was brief and piain- 
ly expressed.

in the latter’s campaign in Abyssinia, 
and justifying the course adopted by 
Lord Salisbury in sending an expedl- 
tlon against Dongola. Mr. Curzon said 
that for some time past the Govern- 
ment had heard rumors that a large 
and formidable advance of the Dervish 
forces Was contemplated, which threat- 
ened three widely separated objective 
points. News had reached Cairo, he 
said, that large bodies of reinforcing 
Dervishes were being pushed forward 
to Dongola. This information, he con- 
tinued, had come into possession of 
the Government at the end of Feb- 
ruary. All of the Information which 
had been received by the Government 
portended an advance of the Der- 
vishes of serious provortions, 
equally serious results. The informa- 
tion which had reached the Government 
had caused considerable anxiety, he 
sald, the more so as the Italian forces 
in Abyssinia were known to be in 
dimculties. 

Then came the 
Italian army at Adowa, which had 
been heard of throughout the United 
Kingdom, with much sympathy and 
regret—(Crieg from the Irish benches 
of “No, no,” and a remark from Mr. 
T. M. Healy, “It served them right.’’) 

Mr. Curzon, resurning, bi remarks, 
after the interruption, sald: “Yes, 
sympathy, which was not broken by 
a few dissentient volces (Cheers) The 
Italians are not only engaged in bat- 
tle with the Abyssinians, but Kassala 
itself Is threatened by a force of Der- 
vishes, estimated to be 90,20 strong. 
Obviously they are at present influ- 
ences at work and forces unchained 
in Central Africa which, i flushed 
with victory, mean serious danger, not 
only to Egypt and British occupation 
thereof, but to ‘the peace of Europe, 
and the cause of civilization. The 
Government has been in constant corn- 
munication with the Government of 
Esypt, and the opinion of the milltary 
authorities, both here and in Cairo, Is 
that an advance up the Nile Is neces- 
ary. Consequently an advance of Bri- 
tish trodps has been ordered to a 
town one-third the distance between 
Wady Halfa and Dongola, and it may 
ultimately be made to Dongola.” 

Mr. Curzon sald he had seen that the 
press affirmed that the expedition was 
primarily destined for Dongols. It was 
not veual, he said, to publish a 
plan of campaign, and it might not be 
wise In this case. The future actions 
of the Government, he said, must be 
regulated by consideration not merely 
of military importance but of political 
and financial moment as well. The 
Government was convinced that the 
steps which it had decided upon would 
act as a diversion for the rellef of 
Kassala, and also save Egypt from a 
menace which, [f left alone, would 
grow to formidable dimensions,

The ** good roads” problem, which has 
for the last fow years been creating a great 
deal of interest in Canada and the United 
States, would seom to be nearly, if not 
quite, solyed by Mr. Budd, the Commis- 
sioner of Public Roads in New Jersey. 
~ In his report to the Governor Mr, Budd 
recommends that steel be used in the con- 
struction of roads both in town and in 
country. Some of the best authorities 
have predicted that the coming material 
for highways will be stool, but just exactly 
how it is to be used they did not say. In 
_ Mr. Budd's plan broad steel rails aro to be 
placed for the accommodation of trafic 
_ where tho travel is greatest, while tho re- 
“mainder of the road can be made of granite 
or wood, 
The Average cost of a macadomized road 
16 feet wide is about $7000 a mile. The 
cost ofa double-track steol road 16 feet 
wide, filled in with broken stone macadam 
7 Ls ‘the commissioner puts at $6000 a mile. 
A one-track road would only cost $2000 a 
milo. The rails, which are really flat plates 
of metal, are made of steel the thickness of 
of an ordinary boiler plate, gutter shaped, 
five inches or more wide, with a square 
_ perpendicular shoulder half an inch high, 
and then an angle of one inch outward, 
_ Slightly raised, thus forming a conduit for 
the water and rendering it easy for the 
_ wheels to leave or enter the track. 
_ The advantages claimed for the mental 
road are: First, great durability ; second, 
a horse can draw on a steél track 20 times 
"as much as on a dirt road and five times as 
much as on the best macadam. 
__ The tracks would really be very much 
_like a horse-car track, were it not for their 
™much greator breadth and the slight, slop- 
ing rib instead of the high rib of the street- 
car track. There would be no wrenching 
of wheels and bending of axles, such as a 
car track often causes, and the wheels 
Would roll on and off the steel track or plate 
With the greatest ease. Another teaturo in 
_ the steel-rail idea is the absence of jolting, 
which ruins the wagyon. 
_ The principal point, however, which 
would be gained is the great durability of 
the steel road. Even the hardest granite 
is rapidly worn down. Holes and ruts 
orm, and once formed rapidly become 
Arger, until costly repairs are necessary to 
make travel oyen possible. Tho steel 
_ tracks would be cheap, easily renewed and 
most everlasting, while the material be- 
tween them need only be some cheap road- 
making soil, The rails would take up all 
_ the wear and the soil between would fur- 
nish good drainage. Other tracks nearer 
the curb might be added for the accommo- 
dation of bicyclists, who would not then 
be jolted nearly to death, as they are in 
going over the uneven granite blocks 
The steel-track idea is not entirely new, 
On many bridges broad steel plates have 
been laid along that part of the road where 
travel is greatest.

Spare Our Blushes, 
(Kingston News.) 

The office of the Belleville Inreviicen- 
cer has been a remarkable nursery of dis- 
tinguished men. More than half a cen- 
tury ago the papor was tounded by Mr, 
Goorge Benjamin, who afterwards became 
Grand Master of the Orange Association 
of British America and a member of the 
Provincial Parliament. In Mr, Benjamin's 
time one of his apprentices forged to the 
front, and succeeded him first as proprietor 
of the establishment, and eventually as 
‘Most Worshipful Grand Master and 
Sovereign” of the Orange order in the 
British portion of this -hemisphere. He is 
Sir Mackonzie Bowell, Premier of Canada. 
When Mr. Bowell entered the House of 
Commons in 1867 his associate editor was 
Mr, Wm. A. Shepard, who took full charge 
of the paper ies his chief, im 1878 
entered the Cabinet as Minister of Cus- 
toms. Mr, Shepard, in course of time, 
became the manager of the job depart- 
ment of the Toronto Mail, and only a year 
or two before ho died was President of the 
T'ypothetws (or society of employing 
printers) of the United States and Canada, 
As editor of the Inrettigescer he was 
succeeded by Mr. Richard S. Bell, a son of 
‘Protessor James Ty Boll, the eminent 
‘minoralogist and» himsslfia journalist of 
‘much more than _ ocal distiiesion. And 
‘now Mr. John W. London, Séeretary- 
‘Troasurer of the InrennigeNcee Company 
and superintendent of the book and job 
printing department thoreof, heoomes 
acclamation) Supreme Grand I resident of 
the Sous of Hoagland of All Canada. The 
last report of the Grand Secretary shows 
that there are 225 lodges of the order in 
Canada, and five in South Africa, and that 
the total membership is at least 12,000. 
Over this vast realm Mr. London may be 
expected to bear rule with his accustomed 
wisdom and executive ability.

DOG AND GUN, 
Hunting in all

retrievers. 

The Eskimo uses the wolf-dog for both 
drawing sledges and hunting game. 

In Labrador and Newfoundland is found 
a partially web-footed Newfoundland dog, 
valuable for hunting birds in a country of 
mMOrasses. 

The English foxhound is the most care 
fully brea of alidogs. The common hound 
in this country Is a combination of different 
strains. 

The Scottish deerhound, a descendant of 
the extinct Irish greyhound, is used in 
Scotland for chasing the stay. He was a 
favorite subject for Scott's poesy and 
Landseer's brush. 

The kangaroo dog is used in Australia 
for chasing the kangaroo, He is a cross of 
the bloodhound and the greyhound, anda 
pair of these valuable animals recently sold 
for 8759, 

The modern Inglish greyhound is not 
strong, but is very swift. He is used only 
for hunting game in sight, as his “nose” or 
smelling power was very defectiye. 

The greyhound, one of the most notable 
of hunting dogs, was used In Egypt at least 
3,009 years ago. In early days the grey- 
hound was the royal dog of England, and 
to kill elther a hound or a stag was punish- 
able by death. 

Among bird hunters allegiance is divided 
between the pointer and the setter. The 
Jatter is the better retriever and the strone- 
er animal; the former is generally the more 
tractable and intelligent. The pointer is 
derived from an old Spanish breed of 
hounds, bred with the greyhound or fox- 
hound,

House, and it was characterized 
some able, not to say bitter, speeches 

Sir C. H, Tupper resumed the debate 
on the Remedial bill, and quickly got 
after Clarke Wallace and D'Alton Mc- 
Carthy. He said that Mr. Wallace 
became a member of the Government, 
and from time to time as such heard 
the solemp declaration of Sir John 
Thompson that the Government, In 
dealing with this question, would be 
guided by the decision of the Privy 
Council, whether that decision was for 
or against the rights of the Catholic 
minority. The judgment of the Privy 
Council was given in January, 1895, 
and yet Mr. Wallace dared to remain 
a member of the Government until the 
month of November, 1895, when he re- 
signed. Could any importance be at- 
tached to utterances of a man of that 
ilk ? Mr. Wallace represented no In- 
fluence or outspoken opinion in the 
country. He could never be the repre- 
sentative of a sentiment in this coun- 
try that was entitled to great consid- 
eration at the hands of Parllament, 
The other gentleman who was Iinstru- 
mental In stirring up the agitation was 
the pald adviser of the Manitoba Gov- 
ernment. Every argument which Mr. 
McCarthy had advanced had been pald 
for; cash pald out In advance by the 
Province of Manitoba—cash paid down 
on the counter; not an argument had 
he given but with the gold of Mani- 
toba in his pocket. (Hear, hear.) An 
advocate of this kind was not worthy 
of credence. (Hear, hear.) 

Proceeding, Sir Charles reminded the 
House of the Ontario boundary dispute 
of some years ago, in which Mr. Mills 
(Bothwell) had taken part as counsel 
for Ontario, when Mr. McCarthy had 
laid down the doctrine that it was not 
competent for him to take any part in 
the discussion in the House, Surely 
Mr. McCarthy should have regard now 
for his own opinion. (Cheers.) The 
agitation, led by Mr. Wallace and him- 
self, could come to nothing when Mr. 
George Brown, without thought of re- 
ward, but relying simply upon the in- 
telligence of his countrymen, came to 
arouse religious prejudices in the coun- 
try. Sir Charles then adverted to the 
campaign in Antigonish last year, 
when Mr, Fraser told the people of that 
county that Mr. Laurier would do jus- 
tice to the Catholic minority of Manl- 
toba. (Hear, hear.) He read, amid 
great applause, from Mr. MclIsaac’s el- 
ection address, in which he pledged 
himself, if elected, to support remedial 
legislation, and sald the Government 
had done only what they were bound 
to do in introducing remedial legisla- 
tion, and that in obedience to the com- 
mand of the highest judicial authority 
in the realm. (Cheers.) Mr. Laurier 
was well known to be a political gym- 
nast. His record on the trade question 
showed that, but on this question of 
justice to the Catholics of Manitoba 
he should be every inch of him a man, 
a Catholic and a Canadian. (Cheers,) 

He cited from an affidavit made by 
the mayor and leading citizens of 
Grand River, Gaspe County, that Mr. 
Laurier, on August 24 last, 
had stated in their hearing 
that he would vote for a Re- 
medial law if submitted by Sir Mac- 
kenzie Bowell's Government. He (Sir 
C. H. Tupper) could therefore, appeal 
to Mr. Laurier to join forces with the 
Government and put the bill through. 
He had no hope of him, however, as 
his position was nowa desperate one, 
and Mr. McCarthy was his leader. Ad- 
verting to the value of the decision of 
the Privy Council, he was astonished 
that Dr. Weldon, who had approved 
right along of the judicial procedure 
in this school case, should now repudi- 
ate the decision of the highest court of 
the Jand. 

Proceeding, Sir Charles then quoted 
from a speech of Mr. McCarthy's, to 
show he had argued that in the case 
of Nova Scotla and New Brunswick, 
Separate schools, if such had been 
Sranted after unlon at any time,would 
become a vested right. Yet, in regard 
to Manitoba, by reason of his connec- 
tion with the case as cou-"sel, he argu- 
ed the very opposite. (Hear,hear.) Be- 
fcre the Privy Council, in 18 he ar- 
Bued that the agpeal clause of the 
Act was practically. a dead letter, 
while previous to this he had expressed 
opposite views, (Cheers.) 

Conservatives were charged with co- 
ercion, If the exercise of the admit- 
ted powers of Parliament was coer- 
cion, then the Liberals had a worse 
record than the Conservatives. During 
the Mackenzle regime an average of 
four and a half per cent. of the pro- 
Vincial statutes had been disallowed 
per year, while during the rule of the 
Conservatives, the yearly average was 
cnly two, and in every case the Lib- 
ecrals had acted without commissions 
of enquiry or investigation. (Cheers. 
When Mr. McOarthy was an Independ- 
cnt member or the House and not 
drawing fe from interested parties, 
he had waxed = cloquent about the 
rights of minorith and the duty of 
protecting them He reviewed the

A lengthy dis- 
cvesion arose over the Ministers pro- 
posal that none but British subjects 
should be eligible for the position of 
school trustees, or t vote in clections 
for school trustees. A compromise was 
finally agreed upon. The rest of the 
evening session was devoted a0 a Con- 
tinuation of the debate on Mr, Mar- 
ter's resolution regarding the appoint- 
ment of license Commissioners. 

The following bills were introduced: 

An Act to amend the Municipal Act 
—Mr. St, John—enables the councils 
of incorporated villages to pass by- 
laws regulating and licensing hawk- 
ers and pedlars. 

An Act to amend the Registry Act— 
Mr, St. John—engacts that asscssors 
are to have the right to Inspect with- 
out charge plans in the Registry Ot- 
fice, and persons registering plans are 
to notify the clerk of the local munl- 
cipality of such registration. 

An Act to amend the Jurors Act— 
Mr. Reid, Durham—provides that 
jurors at inquests are to be paid the 
sum of 60 cents, where the inquest 
does not last more than four hours, 
and $1 for every day they attend, 
where the inquest lasts more than 
four hours. 

An Act respecting High and County 
Constables—The Attorney-General. This 
bill consolidates the law relating to 
constables and makes them lable to 
inspection and suspension by the In- 
spector of Legal Offices for miscon- 
duct. It enables advances to be made 
out of amounts coming to them, pend- 
ing the passing of accounts by the 
Board of Audit. 

In committee of the whole on Hon, 
Mr. Ross’ bill consolidating and re- 
vising the Public Schools Act, Mr. Bal- 
four took exception to the following 
section of the measure: “ Every rate- 
payer of the full age of 21 years, who 
is a British subject and a public school 
supporter of the section for which he is 
such ratepayer, shall be entitled to 
vote at any election for schoo! trustee, 
or on any school question whatsoever.” 
He thought that those resident foreign- 
ers who were interested in the Public 
schools and whose children attended 
these Institutions should also be al- 
lowed the privilege of voting in Public 
school elections. He, therefore, moved 
that the words “British subject” 
should be struck out. 

Messrs. Whitney and Matheson op- 
posed the suggested amendment. 

Mr. Howland endorsed the position 
taken by the Spenker. 

Mr. Garrow spoke particularly of 
that class of men who lived along the 
border and who, in order to provide for 
their families, had been compelled to 
take the oath of allegiance to the 
United States. They were Interested 
In the schools and should have a yoice 
in thelr control.

The grievance exists beyond doubt. The 
question for decision is, simply, will Parlia- 
ment keep its faith as declared in its own 
act?

The question of 
national or denominational schools is not 
involved. There can only be one logical 
answer to the questions. The manner of 
discharging the task may not matter ; but, 
by some means, the provisions of the con- 
titution should be made effective.

LIVE STOCK, 

There were about 509 head of butchers’ 
cattle, 150 calves, 10 sheep and 20 spring 
lambs offered for sale at the East End 
Abattoir to-day.

Shoe Heels of Wood, 


Ono of the latest features of wood pulp 
iidustry is the manufacture, in Haverhill, 
Mass., of shoe heels from that material, 
white pine and other kinds used for the 
purpose. In carrying out this art the 
plan, as describerl, consists in reduciny the 
wood in the asual way, in digesters, after 
which the pulp is put into a tank and 
mixed with the substances necessary for 
imparting to heel stock the necessary re- 
quirements, such as alcohol. litharge, tar, 
degeas and fish glue, a thorough mixing of 
these with pulp being followed by soaking 
the same a day or two, so that the fibre 
mity be penetrated, when another applic- 
ation of materials occurs. The object at 
this stave is to harden the pulp somewhat, 
so that it can be rolled into thick sheets 
and cut into heels before the hardening 
takes place. With nocded rapidity the 
pulp is now drawn from the tank in sheets, 
it being just thick enough, and there being 
specially arranged rellers and adjustments 
at the bottom of the tank for effecting this. 
A series of pressures through press roll- 
ers reduces the sheet to the right thickness, 
and the sheet is next placed quickly upon 
the bed of a cutter; the wheels are now 
started, and in « moment the platen falls, 
forcing a hundred or more cutters upon 
the sheot, shaping out a heel cach.—New 
York Sun.

Though this farmer 
keeps double the amount of stocl, that 
his careful neighbor does, he has al- 
Ways fewer loads of manure to haul. 
He says he cannot understand it, and 
gets very indignant at tho suggestion 
that he, a farmer born and bred, can 
learn anything from an _ engraver, 
whom falling health and sight have 
driven to an outdoog Ife. Yet the be-

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A MECHANICAL ROOT CUTTER. 


A Homemade One That Does Good Work 
and Is Easily Constracted, 


Where stock are kept in any con- 
siderable quantity and roots are fed 
them, a steam or power root cutter 
Is almost a necessity. Where but a 
small herd or few animals are kept a 
homem#de cutter may be made to fill 
the bill. In the cut illustrated, Fig. 
1, shows a cutter complete, The figure 
above Fig. 1 is a basket to catch the

roots as they fall from the knife at g. 
The frame or box, a, of heavy lines, is 
made of 1 1-4 by 4 in. stuff, or a shoe 
box can be made to serve as a hoper 
by cutting out about 7 in. from the 
front end and then placing a board, e, 
diagonally as shown. The heavy plat- 
form, k, is supported with legs and z 
and y are cross-pieces for increased 
support. An old hand saw blade will 
serve for a slicing knife. It should be 
5 or 6 In, wide and 10 in. long; if less 
than 6 in. the back of the slide can be 
made level with the upper side of the 
knife, by a thin pjece of board. In 
Fig. 2, the knife, b, is fastened to the 
Slide g. The board should be about 
15 in. long and wide enough to cor- 
respond with the width of the box. 
Before fastening the knife in place, a 
hole is cut through slide g 4 In wide, 
the edge being even with the edge of 
the knife. The knife is raised from 
the slide g by a plece of lath 1-4 in. 
thick and fastened down by screws. 
In Fig. 1 the slide g is worked by the 
lower e, being fastened as in Figs. } 
and 2. Two pleces of 1 by 1 1-4 in. 
stuff 6 In. long are bolted loosely to the 
lever and slide. An old shovel handle 
4 feet long makes a good lever and is 
fastened to the butter leg at f, which 
!s a board the same width as the hop- 
ber and extending down to side 
aginst which the knife comes at each 
Stroke. The slide is inserted from the 
front before the stubbing board ts put 
in position. The board should be made 
adjustable to be removed_to sharpen 
the knife.—R. Logan, in Farm and 
Home. 


Profit in Mutton Sheep. 

Mutton sheep have recelved more 
attention on the farm during the jast 
five years than at any previous time 
In the effort to produce wool the better 
qualities of sheep were overlooked, and 
the mutton and lamb supply was not 
only short, but the quality inferior. 
Farmers who have endeavored to mar- 
ket cholce meat from sheep have been 
well paid and the use of the mutton 
breeds is increasing. Shee, can strong- 
ly compete with steers, if care is ex- 
ercised in securing breeds that grow 
rapidly and produce large carcasses of 
choice mutton.

Fighting a Patron Market Bill Before 


tho Private Bills Committees. 


Mayor Walmsley, Ald. Yeomans, Ald. 
Falkiner and Mr. 8S. Masson, City Solici, 
tor, left this morning for Toronto, with 
the object of opposing Mr. Flatt’s Bill to 
amend the Municipal Act. It is under- 
stook that only the first section of the Bill 
will be proceeded with ; bu* that section is 
an important one, aud might be taken to 
mean the abdlition of our market fees. 
The Municipal Act, as proposed to be 
amended by it, would read as follows : 

‘*‘No market fee shail be charged, levied 
or imposed upon or in respect of articles, or 
vehicles containing the same, brought to 
market, or upon the market place, for sale, 
unless a convenient or tit place in which to 
offer or expose the same for sale shall be 
provided by the municipality, which shall 
afford shelter in summer and shelter and 


reasonable protection from the cold in 
winter.” 
There is, of course, no shelter for 


vehicles on the Belleville market, and the 
doubt is whether the splendid accom- 
modation provided in our market house 
would meet the requirements of the Bill. 
This is the question which will haye to be 
argued by the Belleville deputation and 
those from Kin ston and other places 
which haye public markets.

I sow let» 
tuce in a manenr that I like much bet- 
ter. In e@rliest gardening I mix let- 
tuce with other seeds, especially with 
onion, beet and similar slow germinat- 
ing varieties. The lettuce comes up 
s00n and makes it easy to keep the row 
clear of weeds until the other seeds 
are up. The lettuce then js pulled as 
splice is needed. Letuce and raddishes, 
too, are sown together the summer 
through, making a succession of both, 
and having them crisp and tender. 
Root crops occupy so little space at 
first that lettuce does not interfere at 
all, and the pulling is a benefit to 
loosening the earth about them. I often 
mix other seeds, putting cabbage as I 
want them to stand, with early lettuce 
or radishes, and tomato seed with 
later crops that are to be pulled up. 
Thus I economize space, time and 
labor.—American Agriculturist. 
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Vatue of Canadiau Ashes. 

Bulletin No, 120 of the Connecticut 
experiment station gives analysis of 
ashes which shows the same composi- 
tlon reported by other experiment sta- 
tlons. Taking a sample not far from 
the average of Canadian ashes, it rates 
the 79 pounds of potash and 34 pounds 
of phosphoric acid, including 672 
pound of lime, at $10.50 to $11.50 per 
ton of ashes. It finds that practically 
the same amount of material jis fur- 
nished by 322 pou rds of cotton hull 
ashes and 950 pounds of oyster-shell 
lime at a cost of $9.26. It also finds 
that 169 pounds of muriate of potash 
and 950 pounds of oyster-shell lime 
contain substantially the samme 
amounts, in fact, in each case slightly 
more than the ashes. The cost of the 
latter mixture is $9.09. As a source of 
cheap potash, ashes have had their 
day, although they will continue to be 
used at fair rates for the several 
minerals that they contain. 


Don't Neglect the Garden. 


If well cared for, it wil pay for the 
time and money invested in it. In 
planting it, get only the best varie- 
ties. It costs no more to grow the 
best variety than it does an inferior 
one. If you have not a good supply 
of fruit on your farm for use in your 
family, make arrangements to remedy 
the evil this spring. The seed and 
nuisery firms are now sending out their 
catalogues; some of them are very fine 
and will well repay a careful perusal. 
While tt is well to experiment with 
new varieties of vegetables and fruits, 
{t Is best to go slow on novelties. 


Women in the Old Land. 

In Roumanta women both study and 
practice medicine. 

Women medical students will, In all 
probability, be admitted to the Univer- 
sity of Budapest during the next term. 

As early as 1872 there was a woman 
medical student in Russia, and It was 
not long before many others followed 
In her footsteps. 

In Germany, women are permitted to 
practice, but not to study, medicine. 
Six of the seven women physicians 
now practicing In Berlin pursued their 
studies at Swiss universities. The sev- 
enth took her course in Leipsic, where 
the study of medicine by women was 
favorably regarded by many of the 
professors. 

A very curious sort of entertainment 
takes place every two years in Berlin. 
The lady artists, painters, sculptors, 
actresses, singers, etc., give a fancy 
dress ball, from which the male sex is 
excluded, though many Indies adopt a 
masculine garb, One of these bails is 
shortly to be held, and the costumes 
will be early nineteenth century.

Every 
employe of the Government ana ever¢ 
Contractor or sub-contractor who has 
under him or who employs workmen 
Or laborers on a public work, or n 
printing contract, and who wilfully 
Violates the provisions of this act Is 
guilty of an indictable offence and 
liable to a penalty not exceeding one 
thousand dollars, or to imprisonment 
for a term not exceeding six months, 
or to both penalty and imprisonment 
in the discretion of the court. This act 
shall not apply to contractors or sub- 
contractors not having contracts with 
or for the Government of Ontarlo for 
the execution of public works, nor 
shall it apply In cases of emergency, 
or of absolute necessity. All Govern- 
ment printing, whether done by con- 
tractors or sub-contractors, shall bear 
the label of the Union Lubel League.

The Choice of the Virst Synod of the 
Diocese Poll ou Sishop Hamilton 
or Siugara. 

March 18.—(Special)—The 

ssion of the Synod of the new 

Se of Ottawa, called to elect thelr 

bishop, was conyened this after- 
noon. Meetings of the high and low 
church parties were held during the 
morning, when the names of a number 
of likely gentlemen for the bishopric 
were discussed. 

Balloting commenced after Arch- 
bishop Lewis’ opening remarks, the 
number of votes represented-belng 53 
clerical and 49 lay. To secure election 
@ majority of each of this represen- 
tation was necessary. 

On the first ballot Bishop Hamilton 
received 18 clerical and 8 lay votes 
respectively; Dean Carmichael 1 and 
ll, Rev. Mr. Phillips of Hawkesbury 
ll and 6. Among these with less than 
ten votes were Provost Body, Rev. Mr. 
Muckleston (Perth), Rev. Mr. Troop, 
(Montreal), and Canon Worrall. 

On the second batiot the vote stood 
Bishop Hamilton 22 and 15, Provost 
Body 10 and 2, Rev. Mr. Phillips 10 and 
9, Rev. Mr. Troop and 13, the 
mainder of the vote being scattered.

The empty purse and a lot of scat- 
tered pape near the body showed 
that robbery w the motive of the 
crime, Mr, Agnew's watch and chain 
are also missing. The most intense ex- 
cilement prevalls in town, where the 
deceased was well known and highly 
respected, 

Chief of Police Bel] took hold of the 
early this morning, and about 11 
o'clock arrested a boy named James 
Kearngy, who was sald to have been 
seen near the scene of the murder last 
night. It was also said that he had 
fired off a revolver before golng home. 
Just at present it does not look as if 
Kearney is the guilty party, but other 
arrests are expected to be made very 
soon. Near the stable tracks in the 
snow have been found, It is quite evi- 
dent a tobacco-chewing man stood 
there last night, as the snow all round 
this place js discolored with tobacco 
juice. The boy Kearney does not chew 
tobacco. He is only 16 years old, but 
bears rather a bad character, He was 
arrested a short time ago for burglary, 
but was acquitted owing to lack of 
evidence. 

An Inguest was opened at 1 p.m. to- 
day before Coroner Poole, County-At- 
torney Devlin appeared for the Crown, 
A jury was sworn in, and, after view- 
insy the body, some evidence was taken. 
but very little light has yet been 
thrown on the terrible crime. 

The inquest was adjourned until 
Friday evening at 7 o'clock. 

All sorts of rumors are afloat ag to 
the cause of the murder, and the guilty 
party or parties, but so far nothing 
positive is known. The only evidence 
taken at the Inquest related to the — 
movements of the deceased before he 
left the house. 

A post mortem examination is now 
being held by Coroner Poole, and Dr. 
W. H. Clarke. 

A story was circulated this afternoon 
that a watch and chain answering the 
description of the one owned by the 
deceased was found on the boy ear 
ney, but there does not seem to be 
any truth in this. It is, however, be- 
lieved that he had a revolver with 
him last night and that he was In the 
vicinity of the murder. 

James Agnew, the murdered man, 
was well known throughout the Town- 
ship of Ops. He came to this country 
from the United States in 1595, after a 
seven years’ stay there, and located 
on the 100-acre farm owned by him 
about three miles from Lindsay, on 
the Bobcaygeon-road, opposite the 
farm of his brother,Robert Angew,and, 
like the latter, hewed out a home for 
himself, improving his land year by 
year, and prospered, winning at the 
same time the respect and esteem or 
all with whom he came in contact by 
his integrity of purpose and straight- 
forward conduct In all the relations of 
life. 

About 12 years ago, owing to his 
advancing years, he decided to give 
up farming and retire to Lindsay, pro- 
xiding he could secure a sultable ten- 
ant. This he succeeded in doing, and 
moving In, he purchased a comfortable 
brick dwelling in the east ward, where 
he has since resided with his aged 
partner. Here his many go0od quail- 
speedily won for him a lange che 
of friends—not alone among the 
congregation of the Qupen-street 
church, of which he was a 
consistent member—but in all classes

The dose is increased gradually from tho 
fifty minims used tho first day nntil 200 to 
250 minims The injections 
are made in the abdomen of the patient 
and no particular evidence of pain is felt. 
A grout thing in the way of general expori- 
mencs with the aseptolin is the cost of the 
article a8 manufactured at the Edson 
laboratories. Tho cost is something over 
oue dollar per bottle of six doses, and, as 
Dr. Mackenzie explained, the hospital was 
not in a position to indulge to any great 
extent at those figures.

THER DEPULTATION TO TORONTO, 


They Made a Favorable Impression on 
the Municipai Committec. 


The deputation from the City Council, 
which appeared before the Municipal Com- 
mittee of the Ontario Legislature to opposo 
the Bill introduced by Mr, Flatt, were not 
only successful in having the Bill hoisted 
fora year, but they created a favorable 
impression upon the committee. The 
members of the deputation showed that 
Belleville gave accommodation on her 
market superior to wny other city repre- 
sented, and further that the fees charged 
were much less than those churged by other 
cities. It was shown that while Belleville 
charges five cents fora vehicle, Hamilton 
exacts fifteen cents and proportionately all 
through, Mr. Wi.c., (ke author of the Bill, 
and Mr. Cavan, of Prince Edward, said 
they had no desire to interfere with Belle- 
ville, as they were satistied our market ac- 
commodation was all that could be desired.

We may al] be sure that this forcible 
presentation of an interesting subject 
will ultimately be for the benefit of 
the country, becaute it ja an evidence 
that Intelligent men have set the fric- 
tional wheels in motion which are so 
necessady to the evolutionary growth 
and ultimate perfection of human or- 
dinances for humanity's welfare. In 
the light of these facts, the law itself 
therefore, becomes interesting to all 
Canadian farmers.

LUMBER TRADE FORECAST 

With respect to the future, the Commis- 
sioner of Crown Lands there 
not appear to be any grounds upon which 
to base expectations of immediate sub- 
stantial improvement in the conditions of 
the trade. The western lumber markets 
are overstocked with large quantities of in- 
ferior grades of lumber which will have to 
go east, and there does not appear to be 
any material decrease in the output of logs 
this present winter, besides which, large 
stocks of last year’s logs are still on hand, 
more than sullicient to equal any possible 
decrease that may take place in the output 
this season. The home market in Ontario 
has also been dull and inactive. Very 
little building is being done in the la 
cities, and there does not appear to be any 
immediate prospect of extensive building 
in any of our cities or large towns. In 
the Rat Portgage district, owing to the 
abundant crops in Manitoba, trade is im- 
proving.

In Berlin, Vi- 
enna, Rome and St. Petersburg bank- 
ers are on the side of the English Gov- 
ernment, and their influence Is decisive 
whenever diplomatic questions are 
raised. 

The French Government, meanwhile, 
have & score to .ettle with the Depu- 
ties, Although ,. Berthelot probably

TO MUZZLE VU.) BEILISH PRESS. 


A BILL Passes the tlotse of Lords Giying 
Extra Powers to Judges. 

New York, March 22.—Special Lon- 
don cables say: WBngland's boasted 
fréedom of the press recelved a severe 
blow in the House of Lords yesterday 
When a bill giving power to judges to 
forbid the publication of such evidence 
as is considered indecent passed the 
second reading by a vote of 48 to 21, 
in ‘a House having a membership of 
more than 600, Thig dangerous bill was 
filly characterized by Lord Chief Jus- 
ce Russell, who spoke against it. Any 
person, he sald, publishing matter 
Which, In the opinion of a jury, 
indecent, was now subject to the erlm- 
inal law, and there was no reason why 
that law should not be enforced against 
any offending newspaper. The Dill, 
however, introduced a new and dan- 
gerous principle and attempted to in- 
troduce a censorship of the press. The 
judge was to pick out from the eyl- 
dence openly given the part that was 
not to be published and any man who 
published it was to be punished with- 
Out the safeguard of a jury and also 
practically without any appeal, 
punishment for contempt of court be- 
ing a fine or imprisonment at the in- 
dividual discretion of the judge. The 
bill, moreover, would, 
ineffectual and unworkable, while it 
would not apply at all in regard to in- 
decent evidence given before magis- 
trates and at the Quarter Sessions, 


A BRIGHT GIRL SUICIDES, 
Bhe tnbaled Gas From a Tube and When 
Found Was ead, 

New York, March 22.—Hattie Harper, 
a beight school girl of 11, committed 
suicide yesterday by inhaling gas, at 
the residence of her uncle, B. B. Har- 
per, 73 Division-avenue. She attached 
one end of & rubber tube to a gas 
stove and placed the other end in her 
mouth. When found she was lying on 
the floor dead. The cause of the act 
is unknown, but it was deliberate, for 
She left the following written message: 
"Took gus; good-bye.” She was a girl 
of a sunny disposition and appeared to 
be quite happy. Two weeks ago she read 
an account of the suicide of a little girl 
of 16 by asphyxiation, and the détails 
appeared to affect her greatly at the 
time, though the impression was 
thought to have passed away.

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NARROW ESCAPE UhOM DEATH, 


A Wagon Containing Three Persons Strack 
by a ©.P.R. Train at Chatham. 
Chatham, March 21.—Mr. and Mrs. 
William Dick and their son, Archie 
Dick, of the 6th concession of Har- 
wich, narrowly escaped a fearful death 
beneath the wheels of a C.P.R. pas- 
eenger train at 1 o'clock this afternoon. 
Mr. and Mrs. Dick drove to the city 
this morning to meet their son Archie, 
who was coming home from Manito- 
ba. About 1 o'clock they started for 
their home with a team and democrat 
wagon, Mr. and Mrs. Dick occupying 
the seat and the son aitting on his 
trunk in the back of the wagon. As 
they neared the King-street crossing 
of the CP.R,, their attention was di- 
rected towards a freight train engmic 
that was shunting in the station yard. 
The crossing gates were up, and as the 
treight engine was not moving to- 
wards them they suspected no dan- 
ger. Just as the horses were on the 
track a shout warned them that a 
train was coming from another direc- 
tion. Mr. Dick had not time to whip 
up his horses before the passenger 
train from the east crashed into the 
wugon. Archie Dick had seen the dan- 
ger in time to throw himseif out of 
the rear end of the wagon and clear of 
the track. It was fortunate for hm 
that he did so. as the engine sent its 
jron nose through the wagon just 
where he had been sitting. The wagon 
was completely overturned and smash- 
ed to splinters.

BStantly inoreasing, that any 
that could pull a litle would 
fair price, especailly as the 
of the breeders had not the faintesr 
idea what the developed animal had 
cost. What It brought when sold was 
just so much gain. With prices for 
euch horses at the present low ebb, 
even the farmer who does not keep 
accounts realizes that he cannot afford 
to raise them, and js looking uround 
for other sources of revenue, The 
farmer must use horses to cultivate 
the land, harvest his crops, and haul 
them to market, 

In choosing these brood mares go, if 
possible, to some part of the country 
where thoroughbred stallions have 
been in constant use, and buy four and 
five-years-old mares—half-blgods—that 
have fiae, bony heads, wide under the 
throat, clear cut, and well set on a 
moderately long breedy neck that 
springs out from a pair of oblique 
shoulders; the more set back the bet- 
ter, as a straight ehoulder at once bars 
a horse from saddle purposes. The 
shoulders should be broad, and pro- 
minent at the points nearest the chest, 
running up and back at a decided 
angle, and narrowing wedge-lfke at 
the point nearest the withers. Too 
much Importance cannot be laid on the 
shoulder. It is true that there have 
been poor saddle horses and jumpers 
with good shoulders, but never a 
good one with straight shoulders, The 
girth must be deep, with plenty of 
room for heart and lungs, back fairly 
short, ribs well sprung and strongly 
coupled to broad, rugged hips, with 
powerful thighs. On the quarters, as 
Well as the back, depends the power 
to carry welght easily, as well as to 
jump, and there must be no weakness 
in stifle, hock, or pastern. Hair good, 
flat bone and quality in the legs Is 
what you want, and the feet must be 
of the best. Never choose a flat-foot. 
The most valuable and necessary char- 
acteristic in a brood mare is intellig- 
ence. If the conformation of the mare 
is perfect, and she shows that she Is 
a lunkhead, Is easily rattled, or vicl- 
ous, do not have her as a gift. See 
that there is plenty of room between 
fine eyes, and the ears are fine, thin 
and small. The mare must have plenty 
of horse sense to get a level-headed 
colt. With such mares as a founfa- 
tion, whethere they are 16 hands or 
less—though the larger size is far pre- 
ferable—you can mate them to a big- 
boned, level-headed stallion that has 
shown his ability to get good colts, 
with the certainty of securing an ani- 
mal that at four years old will bring 
from $250 to $1000, depending on ability 
and education. One of the beauties 
of breeding such horses Is that as soon 
as they become known you will find it 
Impossible to supply the demand. The 
points of chief importance in a perfect 
saddle horse are vividly presented In 
the engraving.

The chief exports are gold, ivory, 
slaves, coffee, butter, honey and wax. 

Abyssinia is a very mountainous 
country. Many of the peaks are al- 
ways covered with snow. 

The literature of Abyssinia amounts 
to little, What there is deals with re- 
ligious matters. 

The country is so situated that the 
climate is one of the most salubrious 
on the face of the globe. 

The area of the country is about 
200,000 square miles. Its inhabitants 
number a little over 4,000,000. 

Adowa, where the Italians met de- 
feat, Is the second city In Abyssinia, 
having about 7000 inhabitants. 

The people are mostly agricuiturists. 
Cotton, cloth, leather, parchment, iron 
and brass are manufactured. 

The majority of the inhabitants of 
Abyssinia are of the .Caucasian race 
and are well formed and handsome. 

The language of the religion and 
literature of the country is the Geez, 
which belongs to the Dthioplc class of 
languages. 

According to’the Abyssinians the 
Queen of Sheba was their rujer and 
from her son Menelek thelr kings are 
descended. : 

The Galla race, which comes from 
the south, constitutes a large part of 
the soldiery. They are flerce and tur- 
bulent. 

The name Abyasinia is derived from 
the Arabic word Habesch, meaning 
mixture, and refers to the mixed 
character of the people. 

Abyssinia is one of the most ancient 
monarchies in the world. Until recent- 
ly, however, the king was generally 
afraid of his chlefs. 

The prevailing religion of Abyssinia 
is a very corrupted form of Christian- 
ity. It is professed by the majority ot 
the people and by the reigning princes.

be framed. This was done by the Conyen 
tion, and I have here an suthentic paper 
showing what itis. It is truo that, in that 
bill of rights, there was nothing said about 
Separate Schools. The only mention made 
of schools atallis this: ‘* That, while the 
Northwest remains a territory, the sum of 
$25,000 a year be appropriated for schools, 
roads and bridges,’ and such promise I 
gave As a special commissioner for the 
Dominion of Canada. That was imple- 
mented by Canada ; and, to show that what 
was done at that time was approved, I may 
be permitted to read a fow tines, although 
somewhat personal, to myself. This is a 
letter from the Secretary of State of the 
Dominion, addressed to myself. 
GOVERNMENT ACCEPTED IT, 

Sir Donald read the letter, which warm 
ly thanked him, on behalf of His Ex- 
celloncy, for his valuable services. Tt con- 
tained this clause : ‘*In selecting you for 
the delicate and important mission thus 
confided to you, His Excellency was in- 
fluenced by his conviction that your 
thorough knowledge of the people, and 
the high estimation in which you wore» 
held by all classes there, eminently qualifi- 
ed you to act with effect in disabusing the 
minds of the misguided people of the 
settlement of the erroneous opinions they 
have been led to form of the feelings and 
intentions of the Government of the 
Dominion in reference to their country.” 

Mr. Mulock— What was the date of that 
letter ? : 

Sir Donald Smith—Iv is dated 22nd 
February, 1872, so that thore was plonty 
of time to reflect. 

Mr. Mulock—And to forget. 

Sir Donald Smith—I mention this. to 
show that the Government accepted what 
had been done by myself, and tho promises 
mado by me as being in the right direction, 
What I have said was, that the Roman 
Catholics had their schools and that the 
Protestants had their schools, and each 
body had a grant from the Government of 
the country at that time. If they did not 
enter minutely and particularly into the 
description of the Separate Schools, it was 
because they thought it altogether un- 
nevessary. Any contention about Separate 
Schools was never dreamt of by them. As 
was said by the Minister of Finance, in his 
able addross, they were a simple-minded 
people. ‘To show that they reully wero so, 
and they went very much on good faith, I 
may mention how properties were conveyed 
from one to another. There were no long 
or written contracts ; all that was necessary 
waa that the parties interested ahould go 
to the oflicer of the Hudson Bay Company, 
who kept the land register, and mention 
verbally to him that it was desired to 
make over such and such property to a 
particular person. ‘That showed. I think, 
that they were simple-minded, and they 
had an idea, or belief, that when word was 
pledyed it was as good as all the deeds 
that could be written ; so it was with .1e- 
gard to the promises that were mede to 
them at that time. They knew that they 
had their schools, and they believed that 
the promises made would be well and faith- 
fully kept, and they did not care to have 
anything of a more binding character with 
regard to them. 

SUGGESTED A DEPUTATION, 

After giving the answers and promises 
for the Dominion Government with regard 
tothe bill of rights, the Commissioner, 
that is myself, said.—‘* Having gone 
through the articles may [ now be permit- 
ted to say afew words? Your list is not 
ouly long, but itcontains many things of 
great importance, In coming here I had 
no ides of it nor haa the Canadian Govern- 
ment, However, I am authorized by them, 
as Commissioner, todo what in my judg- 
ment might appear best in the state of 
public affairs here. It was thought, at the 
same time, there might some points 
raised that I could not deal with personally 
with any satisfaction to the people of tho 
country. This being the case, I have now, 
on the part of the Dominion Governmont 
and authorized by them, to invite a 
delegation of the residents of Red River 

and confor with them at Ottawa

Work 
Trains Now 


How the was Accomplished— 


Running on Time. 


The snow blockade on the G.T.R. west 
of Port Hope was cleared away so that a 
passenger train came through at 3 a.m. on 
Sunday and reached this city at 6:30, mak 
ing tifty-one hours in which Belleville had 
no mail communication with ‘Toronto. 
The first train brought an immense quan- 
tity of mail matter and the staff at tho 
postotlice had a busy time all the forenoon 
sorting it. ‘The office was opened for an 
hour or so to allow parties to get their 
long delayed mail. 

The work of clearing the track was a 
heavy job and one that required some 
engineering skill as well as a large force of 
men. In many places the drifts were 
twelve fect deepand here the men were 
divided into two gangs, one shovelling 
from the bottom to a platform over their 
heads and the other throwing the snow out 
upon the bank, The men were kept at 
work from Saturday morning till three 
o'clock yesterday morning, when the gang 
from the east met the gang from the west 
and the tunnel, as it were, was completed, 
The men suffered much inconvenience 
owing to the driving rain on Saturday 
night and yesterday morning and the dark- 
ness of the night. 

The passenger trains which were held at 
Cobourg were sent through as fast as pos- 
sible after the road was cleared. At the 
depot here at five o'clock on Saturday 
afternoon there were eleven freight trains 
waiting to go forward. 

The local auxilliary went west this morn- 
ing to the scene of Saturday's accident to 
bring down tho two engines and the snow 
plough that were derailed on Saturday 
morning. Oneof the engines, it is said, 
was completely dismantled by the plough, 
which turned completely round taking the 
heavy engines with it. 

Besides Duboo and Rose, the two Belle- 
ville men, a sectionman named John 
Brooking was cut about the face and head 
by being thrown through a window. Tose, 
who was hurt about the shoulder and chest, 
is around to-day. Dubos is more serious- 
ly injured, his head being bruised and cut 
and his legs injured. 

To-day passenger trains are running on 
time and it is expected that by to-morrow 
freight trains that have been held back 
will be running regularly. 

The Madoc train reached tho city at 
4:40 on Saturday evening for the first time 
since the storm. ‘Tho Midland is now clear 
through to Peterborough. 

On the country roads patlmasters had 
gangs of men at work on Saturday. One 
of them said to-day the drifts were the 
worst in his experience. 

The bakers of the city were all out of 
yeast on Saturday and the supply, which 
was en route for them from ‘Toronto, was 
inadvertently taken on east by the first 
train from ‘Toronto, As consequence 
bread was late to-day.

An act to make further provision re-

It validates 
marriages heretofore made by persons 
not residents of Canada. It also regu- 
lates the hours at which licenses may 
be issued and marriages take place.

Ottawa,March 23,—(Special.)—Enqul- 
ries having been recelvyed in the clty 
from England during the past day or 
two respecting the position of the 
Copyright question, your correspond- 
ent had a chat with Mr, Dickey on 


Winnipeg to-day. The Minister of 
Justice spoke very freely on the sub- 
ject, and clearly indicated the views 
of the Government upon the matter. 


; It appears that the Government does 


not feel prepared to accept the com- 
promise bill drafted by the Toronto 
publishers and Mr. Hall Caine. The 
great objection which the Governmet 
has to the measure is that it pro- 
hibits the importation into Canada of 
British capyright works for three 
months after publication. 

The Department of Justice Is now 
engaged in the preparation of a bill 
embodying those features of the Hall 
Caine bill which are thought to be 
essential by the authors and publish- 
ers in BPngland, but eliminating the 


| objectionable feature of the prohibition 


of the Importation of books. Mr. Dick- 
ey stated that the Government hoped 
to be successful in presenting a work- 
ing measure to Parliament. 

On being asked if the abrogation of 
the non-importation clause would not 
seriously detract from the bill, Mr 
Dickey replied that the reading public 
desei\ od some little consideration, Mr. 
Hall Caine's bill was based on the 
seeming conclusion that there were 
only two Interests to be considered, 
namely, the Canadian publisher and 
the British author, and the question 
might not unnaturally be asked: 
“Where do the reading public come 
in 2?" He thought the Government to 
a great extent represented the reading 
public, and certainly nothing could be 
more important than that our popula- 
tlon should get the very latest litera- 
ture in the freest possible manner.

Sir Charles Tupper replied that the 
papers would be duly laid before the 
House, 

Sir Charles Tupper, replying to Mr. 
Causey, stated that no allowance for 
hcuse rent, traveling expenses, ete,, 
had been made to Sir Charles Tupper 
while acting as High Commissioner 
without salary. The order-in-Council 
appointing him acting High Commis- 
sioner had been cancelled, and a new 
order passed requesting him to super- 
Vise the High Commissioner's olfios 
for the present. 

Mr. Wood informed Mr. McShane 
that communications had been re- 
celved from the theatrical managers 
and citizcns of Montreal in reference 
to the existing duty on scenery, cos- 
tumes, etc. Tariff changes on this 
subject were in contemplation. 

Mr. McNeill rose t6 move “that it 
would be to the advantage of Canada 
and the empire as a whole that a 
small duty (rrespective of any exist- 
ing tarlif) be levied by each member 
of the empire against foreign products 
imported by them, and that the pro- 
ceeds from such dutles™De devoted to 
purposes of Imperial intercommunica- 
tlon and defence.’ He referred at the 
outset to the two previous resolutions 
which he had moved for the further- 
ance of the cause of Imperial unity. 
The overwhelming importance of the 
subject and the urgency of the occa- 
sion led him to bring forward this 
subject to-day. Parliament had al- 
ready pledged itself to the principle 
of Imperial reciprocity or preferential 
trade within the empire, and the reso- 
lution now before the House simply 
proposed to give effect to that prin- 
ciple. The originator of this scheme 
was Mr. Hofmeyer, the South African 
statesman. The proposal was that a 
duty of 5 per cent. should be levkd 
on foreign imports over and above 
whatever tariffs might prevall in the 
different parts of the empire. The 
amount raised would be sufficient to 
defray the expenses of defence and 
allow subsidies for steamships and a 
balance to still remain. It was not 
proposed, of course, that the money 
raised in Canada should be spent by 
any other country than Canada. He 
proceeded to argue at considarable 
length In favor of his motion, and in 
conclusion sald the time was when 
those who believed in the consolidation 
of the empire were considered vain 
dreamers, and were jeered and joked 
at, but all this was past now, and the 
trend of modern events justified the 
faith of those men who had advocated 
the scheme. (Cheers.) 

Mr. Davin, in seconding the motion, 
said it was a good omen that the 
movement for Imperial federation 
should come from the colonies. Be- 
sides the commercial advantages which 
would result from the consolidation of 
the empire, there could be moral, na- 
tional and Imperial advantages, He 
concluded by paying a tribute to Mr, 
MeNeill for his earnest and convincing 
advocacy of the scheme. 

Dr. Weldon, resuming the debate 
after recess, proceeded upon the pre- 
sumption that the mover’s estimate 
contemplated the raising of “bout 
enough by a preferential rate to pay 
the cost of militia and steamship sub- 
sidies. Five per cent. duty even would 
not leave much surplus above the cost 
of these two items, to be devoted to 
the larger Imperial defence. But five 
per cent. preferential duty would not 
be sufficient discrimination for Cana- 
dian trade, and he looked forward to 
a supplementary arrangement suce 
as would improve trade with Austra 
lia and ‘the British West Indles. Spe- 
cial benefits would follow a preferen- 
tial trade arrangement with the West 
Indles, where 45 million dollars’ worth 
of United States products was con- 
sumed annually. producta which were 
raised in Canada abundantly, He con- 
cluded by suggeceting that the good 
offices of the Colontal authorities be 
invoked to Induce the representatives 
of the British West Indies to attend 
the Toronto Exhibition next year and 
confér with the Canadian commercial 
men with regard to the improvement 
of our trade relations 

Mr. Chariton sald he sympathized

Its avowed polley 
is the imposition of duty on foreign 
B00ds imported into the empire, and 
allowing of goods from the colonies 
free entry. The development of the 
colonies was a matter of vital impor- 
tance to Imperial trade. Between 1890 
find 1894 British trade had fallen near- 
ly £48,000,000 sterling, and the agricul 
turists of the British Isles were also 
found to be in a deplorable condition. 
On account of these two facts, atten- 
tion was being drawn to the means of 
averting one and relieving the other, 
and many were now asking ‘f it would 
not be better to pay a ijittl» more for 
a loaf and have somett s tu buy it 
with than to be out of y altogeth- 
er. On this account, rent attention 
was being drawn to the scheme of pre- 
ferential trade relations, He narrated 
the progivss of the Movement in Eng- 
Jand in favor of preferential trade dur- 
ing the past few years. The result +f 
the last general election had hai one 
overwhelming influence on the public 
mind In the Motherland. 

From observations which he had 
been able to make, he had come to the 
conclusion that the trade queution was 
the most potc influence in that eleec- 
tion. The artizans of England had 
come to the conclusion that they were 
not getting fair play in the & 
markets, and consequently ther 
a great revulsion of feeling against 
free trade, which hitherto had been 
worshipped in Great Britain as a fet- 
ish. Lord Salisbury was pre- 
pared to give preferential trade 
a fair trial when the people of the 
United Kingdom were convinced of its 
advisability. Sir Charles called atten- 
tion to the important conference of the 
Boards of Trades of the empire, to be 
held In London next June, when mat- 
ters of interest to the empire would 
be discussed. He trusted every Board 
of Trade in Canada would send a re- 
presentative to that conference, 

Proceeding, he said, in view of the 
wonderful change of sentiment in fay- 
or of preferential trade, and the fact 
that the Mother Country was prepared 
to give full consideration to the 
scheme, no step should be taken calcu- 
lated to paralyze this grand policy. 
Under preferential trade the North- 
west would fill up, and Canada would 
advance with leaps and bounds. All 
patriotic: Canadians should unite to 
push forward preferential trade. 

It was charged that a fatal objection 
to preferential trade was the fact that 
trade with foreign countrics was great- 
er than that with the colonies. It was 
now proposed to reverse all this. Why 
should not England favoy her own col- 
onies? Every ether country did so, 
and foreign coun. could have no 
objection to England doing so. It was 
sald the United States, for instance, 
would retaliate. She could not retall- 
ate. (Hear, hear). She simply traded 
with England for her own advantage, 
and not for England's advantag 
(Hear, hear.) He concluded by express 
ing the hope no one would adopt a 
ccurse calculated to injure the move- 
ment for preferential trade, which was 
of the most vital importance to. the 
prosperity of the Dominion. (Loud 
cheers.) 

Mr. Davies followed,

It ix no se- 
cret Chat Mr. Martin ts not personally 
popular among the party leaders here 
Or at the Capital, bul the fact cannot 
be guinsaid that he is at present one 
of the moat prominent Ogurea in Cana 
diau public life, by virtue of his being 
the author of the Manitoba School 
Act of 189, which caused such dis- 
ruption of political ties all through 
the Dominion. The Liberals here re- 
cognize that Mr. Martin ia the only 
man who can carry Winnipeg for 
them, and his candidature here would 
be an incentive to the Liberal candl- 
dates throughout Manitoba, the North- 
weat Territories and British Columbia. 
On the other hand, Mr, Martin's retire- 
ment will disconcert them every- 

where. 

What the general public cannot un- 
derstand js why Mr, Martin should 
retire at this particular juncture. If 
the hopes of the Liberals carrying the 
sSeneral elections are well founded,Mr.

The unsatisfactory state of tho choeso 
market upon the near approach of the 
opening of tho season has led buyers as 
Woll as makers to consider the question in 
all its bearings. .Thoir objoct is to 
‘nurse’ the market as much as possible, 

#0 as to provent, if possible, its being 
“overstocked, which would result disas- 


_ trously as it did before, when the price of 
cheese receded far bolow the cost of pro- 


duction. 

- A mooting of the Butter and Cheese 
Association of Montreal was held lately, 
when the matter was disoussed exhaustive- 
ly, and it was decided to stronously urge 
factorics not to make fodder cheese this 
Beason. Mr. J. ©. Warrington moved a 
resolution strongly recommending that, in 


view of the unsatisfactory state of the 
_ cheeso markets that, ‘‘in the opinion of 


‘this Association, it is not advisable in the 

best interests ofthe dairymen of Canada 

_ to make hay or fodder cheese this spring, 
and, that, in view of logislation in England 
to protect their own cheese industry, it is 

_ most inexpedient, at the present time, to 
ship to that country an admittedly inferior 
article.” 

The making of fodder cheese of late 
years has been steadily increasing, until 
last year over 50,000 boxes were sent to 
Great Britain and this large supply 
of inferior quality cheese had a 


_ depressing effect on the price for the 


balance of the season. Now, as it 
is claimed, that such cheese this season 
will not sell for over 6¢ to 7e per lb. in 
Montreal, the advice of the association is

FELL FROM A THAIN, 


A Young Man From Brantford Found 


Unconsolous Beside the G. T. RB. 


About 6:30 this morning as a freight 
train was passing west over the G. T. R., 
between Sidney Crossing and Trenton, the 
driver saw aman lying beside the track, 
apparently lifeless. On reaching Trenton 
he reported to the station agent there his 
discovery and he telegraphed the facts to 
Sidney. The agent at Sidney sent out 
men and about two miles west of the 
station they found the man. He had 
evidently been lying on the ice for some 
time, as the heat of his body had thawed 
out a hollow in the ice. 

The unfortunate man was brought to 
Sidney and Dr. Tracy, who had. been sent 
for in the meantime, went out on a freight 
train and had him brought to the city, 
Tho ambulance was at the station and 
conveyed him to the hospital. 

Upon examination it was found that the 
man was suflering from concussion of the 
brain, and was unconscious. All attempts 
to revive him have thus far proved futile, 
His knees are badly bruised, evidently 
from the fall. His feet are both badly 
frozen, which indicates that he must have 
Jain where he was found at least two or 
three hours. 


He was identified at the station here by [ 


Geo. Skinner, barber, as J. 5. Spence, a 
young ian who has beon in the city about 
amopth. Tt fterwards ascertained 
that he had boarded at Eaton's boarding 
house and left there yesterday morning, 
saying he was going to Trenton and would 
return last evening. The theory is that he 
was returning on a freight train and either 
fell or attempted to jump from the train. 

Spence, who is about twenty-five years 
of age, is a stationary engincer by trade 
and is the son of a retired miller at Brant- 
ford. He told Mrs. Baton that he had a 
brother in the Royal Military Colloye, 
Kingston, and an unele a carriage builder 
at Brantford.

the county judge to appoint two or 
more competent persons, to be known 
as assessment accountants, The ac- 
countants may, upon the order of the 
county Judge, examine the books, ac- 
counts and vouchers of persons fur- 
nishing these statements and report 
to the judge. 

An Act to amend the Municipal Act 

—Mr. Taylor. The object of this act is 
| to make It clear that where it ap 
pears upon application to unseat & 
municipal councillor that his elec- 
tion has resulted from the deputy re- 
turning officer refusing the votes of 
qualified electors, if the judge Is satis- 
fled that the result of the election 1s 
affected, he may not only unseat the 
person  clected, and direct that the 
costs be paid by him, but may give 
the seat to the candidate claiming it. 

An Act to provide for the inspection 
of meat and milk supplies of cities 
and towns—Mr. Harcourt—enables the 
municipal council of cities and towns 
by bylaw to provide for the establish- 
ment of public slaughter houses or 
abattoirs, The control of these slaugh- 
ter houses, yards or pens Is to be vest- 
ed in the local Board of Health. The 
local Board of Health is to employ 
one or more veterinary surgeons to 
inspect the slaughter house and car- 
cases of meat. The act further pro- 
vides for the inspection of every 
milch cow kept In the city. 

An Act to make further provision 
for the further protection of game 
provides that no person shall at any 
time kill or capture deer while in the 
water, and that no person who Is a 
resident of Ontarlo or Quebec shall 
hunt moose, elk, reindeer, cariboo, or 
other deer without a license signed by 
the Chief Fish and Game Warden and 
counter-signed by the Provincial Trea- 
Surer or his deputy. The fee for such 
license is to be $5 and in the case of 
hunting without a dog $2. The license 
is to continue in force for one season. 
Two shipping coupons are to be at- 
tached to each license, and when it Is 
intended to ship deer out of the pro- 
Vince one of the coupons is to be de- 
ta@hed by the licensee in the presence 
of the shipping agent and attached 
to each deer or part of a deer about 
to be shipped. The act prohibits com- 
mon carriers from transporting deer 
Without the shipping coupon being at- 
tached. 

The House went Into Committee of 
the Whole on Mr. Hardy’s bill to re- 
duce the number of county councillors, 
and the Commissioner submitted sev- 
eral amendments to the measure. He 
proposed to make it apply to ald 
counties, and had altered his schedule 
starting with counties of 25,000 popula- 
tion and upwards. Further, for the 
sake of convenience, he proposed that 
counties of 25,000 population should 
have not less than 4 and not more than 
five divisions; those of 40,000 not less 
than five and not more than six: those 
of 60,000 not less than six and not 
more than seven; those of greater po- 
pulation not less than eight and not 
more than nine, United countles were 
to be treated for the purposes of divi- 
Sion as separate counties. Each can- 
didate for a county council should be 
compelled to produce nomination pa- 
pers signed by at Jeast 20 electors.

CUBAN SELLE-GOVERNMUENT. 
That is What Mr. Milla of Texan Would 
Tualet Upon, 

Washington, March 24.—The matter 
of chief interest in the Senate to-day 
was the speech of Mr, Mills (D., Tex,), 
in support of his joint resolution re- 
questing the President to procure from 
the Spanish Government the right of 
self-government for Cuba; or in the 
event of Spain's refusal to take mill- 
tary possession of the island and hold 
It until the Cubans organize a govern- 
ment and rails military and naval 
forces for ita defence. 

Mr, Mills took the ground that, In- 
asmuch as the United States would not 
permit England, France or any other 
country to purchase or obtain the Isl- 
and from Spain, and thus ameliorate 
the condition of its inhabitants, the 
United States was morally bound to 
put a stop to the casualties and mis- 
government and to aid the Cubans to 
establish a government of their own, 

“The United States should say to 
Spain," Mr. Mills exclaimed, “You 
must give that island self-covernment 
or we will. And we are able to do it, 
too,”

Upon arrival at Thorneliffo, the regi- 
ment was inspected by H.R.H., the Duke 
of Cambridge, who was much impressed 
with the physique of the mon. But the 

reat day of all for the 100th was Monday, 

anuary 10th, 1859, whon the regimont re- 
ceived at the hand of the Prince of Wales 
its first stand of colors, the coremony of 
of presentation being the first oflicial act of 
His Royal Highness’ life. 

Those colors now hang in the library of 
tho House of Commons at Ottawa, wheré 
thoy were deposited with military honors 
at the close of the parliamentary session of 
1888. 

Since its organization, the regiment has 
served in Gibraltar, Malta, Canada, India 
and Treland. 

The regimental orders of November 7tb, 
1860, bore the copy of a communication 
from the Major-General commanding the 
infantry brigade at Gibraltar. ‘Cho Genoral 
expressed his satisfaction at the clean and 
soldicr-like appearance of the LOOth, and 
at its steadiness at drill. The order was 
signed by Fred Middleton, A.D.C., then a 
mijor, but who subsequently commanded 
tho Canadian militia during the Northwest 
rebellion. While at the Rock the Royal 
Canadians came off conquerors successively 
in shooting, foot racing, fighting, drilling, 
cricketing, acting and rowing. 

On the Ist of July, 1881, the name of 
tho regiment was changed to the Leinster 
Rogiment, 

‘The memorial now in Col. Pontou’s 
hands has already been signed by a num- 
ber of tho officers of the local battalion, 
and will shortly be forwarded to Ottawa.

And this impression gained strength from 
the events which preceded the Crimean war, 
It is probable that this unfortunate spisode 
ir our history might have been availed if 
the cabinet had clearly announced its in 

tention, either of resisting Russian aggres: 
sion at all hazards, or of leaving Turkey 
unaided to settle her differences with her 
great opponent. Tho first course, which 
would have been adopted by Lord Pal 

morston would in all probability, haye in- 
duced Russia to pause ; the second course, 
which would probably have been taken by 
Lord Aberdeen, might have impressed on 
Turkey the necessity of timely concessions, 
But it was the misfortune of the Cabinet of 
1853 that, while tho Prime Minister was 
ablo to prevent the adoption of Lord Pal- 
morston’s proposals he had not the firm- 
ness to insist on his own policy. The 
Cabinet drifted, when it ought to haye 
acted ; war ensued, and Lord Aberdeen, 
held responsible for the sufferings of the 
army, was driven from office. On his fall 
the country folt instinctively that the one 
man who had known his own mind 
through the preceding years was best 
qualitied for dealing with the crisis, and 
Lord Palmerston became Prime Minister 
—Fortnightly Review.

And to 
this a good memory with sev2ral 
foreign languages, and you get some 
idea of this man’s powers in that re- 
spect. After a long conversation with 
him one dag on this subject, I esti- 
mated that his memory enabled him 
to! use 25,000 words at will.” 

Dr. Murray-Aaron gives the details 
of this estimate, which allows for 
English, geological and general sci- 
ence, 3000 words each; three foreign 
languages and geographical, 2000 each; 
and technical and medical, 5000 each. 
This estimate does not seem to be an 
extravagant one.—Pittsburg Dispatch. 


A Great Babylon Find. 


A discovery of the greatest tmport- 
ance has just been made by Father 
Schell, who has for some time been 
exploring in Babylonia. In the Muje- 
libeh mound,one of the principal heaps 
of ruins in the enoceinte of Babylon, he 
has discovered a long inscription of 
Nabonidus, the last of the Babylonian 
Kings (B.C. 555-538), which contains a 
mass of historical and other data 
which will be of the greatest value to 
students of this important period of 
Babylonian history, The monument fn 
question is a small stella of diorite, the 
upper part of which is broken, inscrib- 
ed with eleven columns of writing, 
and which apepars to have been creat- 
ed early in the King’s reign. It re- 
Sembles in some measure the celebrat- 
ed India House inscription of Nebu- 
chadnezzar, but is much more full of 
historical matter. Its value may be 
estimated when it is stated it contains 
a record of the war of revenge con- 
duoted by the Babylonians and their 
Mandian allies against Assyria, for the 
destruction of the olty by Sennacherib, 
in B.C., 698; an acocunt of the election 
and coronation of Nabondus in B.C. 
555, and the wonderful dream in which 
Nebuchadnezzar appeared to him; as 
well as an account of the restoration 
of the temple of the Moon god at 
Kharran, accompanied by a chronolgi- 
cal record which enables us to fix the 
date of the so-called Scythian invasion. 
There is also a valuable reference to 
the murder of Sennacherib by his son 
in Tebet, B.C. 681. 


Letter Writing.

Mr. Biggar moved an amendment pro- 
viding that before being enabled to fl- 
nancially aid Mr. Johnston the cor- 
poration should enter Into a written 
agreement with the company whereby 
they shall become Hable for costs that 
mray be paid by the plaintiff. Mr, Big- 
gar said Mr, Johnston wanted such an 
amendment and the city should not 
object to it.

The joint report of the International 
Boundary Commissioners—Megare, Duf- 
fleld and King—appointed to ascertain 
facts and data necessary to the per- 
manent delimitation of the boundary 
line between Alaska and Canada, was 
Presented to Parliament to-day, The 
report shows that the surveyors of the 
two countries agreed approximately In 
their observations, The summit of Mt. 
St. Bilas is found to be 2.41 statute 
miles east of the Mist meridian, that 
Is to say, In Canadian territory. 

The Inland Revenue Department has 
issued a bulletin giving the results of 
the analysis of samples of agricultural 
fertilizers. The number of varlous sam- 
ples analyzed this year was 92, which 
exceeds those year by eight, and 
represents the number of sam- 
ples offered to Canadian consumers for 
any one year since the act came into 
operation. Thirty-nine brands were of- 
fered by United States manufacturers, 
who seemed to be coming Into the Can- 
adian markets to a larger extent than 
before, 

Mr. O. A. Howland, M.L.A., appear- 
ed before the Private Bills Commit- 
tee of the Senate this morning in fur- 
therance of the bill incorporating the 
Canadian Historical Association. The 
point was raised as to how far the 
respective discoveries of the Cabots 
and of Jacques Cartier, the famous 
French mariner, covered the same 
ground. The preamble was amended 
so that it would not appear that Can- 
ada was discovered by the Cabots, as 
the Royal Society holds that Jacques 
Cartler was the first to sall up the St.

Joseph Chamberlain, Seere tary of Stat 
for the Colonies, was the guest of hon- 
at the annual dinner of the Canada 
Club In London this evening. Among 
thore present were Admiral Sir Fr ancis 
Leopold McClintock, the Hon. W. H. 
Montague, ¢ Minister of Agri- 
culture; Joseph Colmer, Secretary of 
the Canadian Office in Sir 
Charles Rivers Wilson, Messt Alex- 
ander Stave Hill, W. E. M. Tom- 
linson, M.P.; Sydney Gedge, M.P,, and 
many other prominent person 
The president of the club, Sir Robert 
Gillespic, proposed a toast to the Gov- 
erhor-General of Canada and the Do- 
minton, coupling the names of Mr, 
Chamberlain and Mr. Montague, 

Upon Mr, Chamberlain's rising 
respond he wa loudly cheered. He 
declared that whatever test gauged 
her greatness,Canada stood to-day first 
among the group of kindred nations 
which, together with a United King- 
dom, formmed the British Empire. He 
had often visited Canada, he said, and 
knew men on both sides of the Atlan- 
tic who once assumed that the mani- 
fest destiny of Canada was to be ab- 
sorbed by the great republic upon her 
southern frontier. That announcement, 
Mr. Chamberlain declared, sin con- 
trast with the present determination 
of Canada to maintain her loyal insti- 
tutions and draw closer the bonds 
uniting her to the parént stem. The 
recent isolation of the United Kingdom 
and the dangers which seemed to 
threaten evoked from all the colonies, 
and especially from Canads, an out- 
burst of loyalty and affection. To none 
of her Majesty's subjects was the re- 
cent shadow of war more ominous 
than to Canada; yet there was no hes- 
itation on her part and unanimous 
voice Was made in the common cause 
with the United Kingdom, (Cheers.) The 
speakers of the Dominion Parllament 
struck the right note when they spoke 
of “Our Empire.” “Could an expres 
sion of loyalty from all the Colonics,” 
he asked, “pages without serious ef- 
fort on the part of both the Colonial 
and Imperial statesmen to transforma 
these high sentiments into practical 
results? We must seek the line of 
least resistance.”" 

Mr. Chamberlain declared that the 
greatest of the Colonies’ common obll- 
gations was Imperial defence, and the 
greatest of their common interests Im- 
perial trade, It was difficult to deal 
with ti subject of defences without 
first dealing with the matter of trade, 
They had ‘reat example in the cre- 
ation of the German Empire, which 
was led up to through the union of 
the states now forming it Into a com 
mercial zZollve n.

Canadians were 
proud, he said, of Great Britain's past 
and present, but they belleved that 
the future of the Empire would be 
infinitely greater. He wished Mr.

Collins vs. O. P. R. 

This somewhat peculiar case was tried at 
tho last sitting of the Erin Division Court, 
before His Honor Judge Jamieson, <A 
heifer belonging to Jas. Collins escaped on 
to the track of the C.P.R. near the Hills- 
burg station through u defective fence and 
licked up some Paris green which had 
fallon from a car, thus causing hor death. 
Mr. Collins sued the company for damages, 
alloging that the fences were defective. 
The Railway Act requires railway com- 
panies to maintain fences along their 
tracks of the height and strength of 
an ordinary division fence and on their 
neglect to do so, makes them liable for 
all damages done to animals by their trains 
or engines. In this case the company con 
ceded that the fence was defective, but 
contended that they were not liable, since 
the statute only made them liable for 
damages caused by their trains or engines. 
The judge upheld this view of the law and 
gave judgment for the defendants. He 
held that the penalty that follows the non 
observahce of the limited to 
damages dl by the company's trains o1 
There is no counmon law liabil 
ity to fence and the language of the statute

of the cranks the pedals make a com- 
plete circle. To explain, a circle is 
divided into elght segments, thus: 

A and E are the dead centres. Most 
riders apply thelr power when the 
pedal reaches the point marked I, con- 
tinuing the pressure to point marked 
J, and allowing the momentum of the 
Wheel to carry them over the dead 
centres A and BE. This may do on a 
perfectly leve] road, although the chain 
can be felt to suddenly tighten, and 
then loosen again, giving a very jerky 
motion, instead of the steady, rhythmic 
glide so delightful to the finished cy- 
cler. With a little continuous practice, 
and by dropping the right heel as the 
right crank comes up on the back 
stroke, the power can be applied at 
the point marked K, which is back of 
the dead centre A. As the right crank 
descends, the foot gradually straight- 
ens out, until at the point C the foot 
is level. After passing C, if the heel 
is raised, and the toe dropped with a 
clawing motion, the pressure can be 
ayplied to the point marked L. The left 
foot at the same time is applying power 
on the left pedal at the point K. Thus 
the left foot is pushing over the dead 
centre A, while the right is clawing 
over the dead centre B, thus practically 
annihilating that greatest bugbear, 
dead centre, 

Thus the rider who uses good ankle 
motion applies power to five segments 
out of the possible elght, while the in- 
different rider gets an uneven power on 
only three segments out of elght in a 
Single revolution of the pedal, In a 
ride of 50 miles or more the immense 
advantage to be gained in good ankle 
work will be seen at a glance. 


“Corrective? Cyclo Exercises. 


Miss Marguerite Lindley, the physt- 
cal culture lecturer, says that unless 
women are very careful, bicycle riding 
will not only injure their health, but 
Spoil any grace of movement or sym- 
metry cf form of which they may be 
possessed and that corrective exercises 
are needed to counteract the effects of 
riding. However, Miss Lindley does 
thoroughly believe in the wheel when 
it is ridden properly and when riding 
is supplemented with the aforesaid 
“corrective exercises,” These supple- 
mentary exercises are not designed to 
be taken at Intervals during a bicycle 
excursion, but at home. They are taken 
standing in proper position, with the 
chest and abdomen in line, or lying on 
the back or chest. When standing the 
arms are raised shoulder high and ex- 
tended, thereby raising the chest. The 
trunk is twishted, an exercise which 
brings into play many of the unused 
muscles. 

The most valuable of the corrective 
exercises for bicyclists, Miss Lindley 
sald, is taken lying on the stomach, 
with the Yeet fixed firmly and the 
hands on the hips. From this position 
the head and shoulders are raised by 
means of the muscles of the back. An- 
other valuable exerotse is taken lying 
on the back and extending the leg up 
and out from the hip. Both of these 
movements give exercise to the muacies 
which bicycling neglects. 

Narrow bicycle saddles, Mise Lindley 
declared to be the cause of half the

vocated the use of a saddle adapted to 
the needs of the person who sat on it— 
a made-to-order saddle.

The invulnerability of this system was 
proved in England by experiments made 
at Portland in 1885, 

H. M. S.. Hercules was the attacking 
vessel, A pit was dug, and in it was plac- 
ed the model ofa gun, which rose every 
two minutes and, after being exposed for 
twonty seconds, a pulfof smoke would bo 
seen and the gan would disappear. The 
conditions were thus made more favorable 
for the destruction of the gun than thoy 
would bein actual warfare, for the gun 
rose at regular intervals, remained oxpos- 
od for an excecdingly long time and its 
position was shown by a pulf of smoke. 
There was but asingle gun to engage the 
ship's fire, instead of several guns, and the 
norves of the gunners on the vessel wore 
not shaken by haying their fire returned. 

Iiundreds of rounds were fired by 
machine guns, also broadsides and individ- 
ual firing with ten-inch rifles and with six- 
pounder rapid firing guns. In spite of 
this fire tho model was not once struck. 

Itis hard for voasels to elevate their 
guns sufticiently successfully attack 
guns placed on high bluffs.

imparted by the discharge of the powder 
must be stored up so that it can be utilized 
to return the gan to the firing position 
wlien desired. 

In the Gordon carriage the gun by 
means of its (rulinions, rests on a tri 
angular shaped carriagé or support which 
at its four lower corners is pivoted to arms ; 
these, noar the middle points revolve 
around axes in the main casting and on 
their lower ends are pivoted to two heayy 
counterpoise weights, one on each side of 
tho carriage. 

When the gun is fired it revolves to the 
rear, always remaining parallel to its 
original position. As the gun moves to 
the rear and downward the counterpoise 
Weights moye to the front and upward, 
thus storing up cnergy to return the gun 
to its **in battery” when desired. 
Once in the ** down” position, the gun is 
held there until it is loaded and aimed. 

The projectile of tho 10-inch rifle 
weighs 575 pounds, and the powder 
charge 250 pounds, ‘To readily handle 
the se heavy weights the gan is provided 
Wilh & pnhoumatic rammer. So excellently 
did the gun work at its trial that it was 
umed and fired four times in four 
minutes and fifteen second.

deemable. Human effort and human 
schemes often fail most miserably, but 
we in the Salvation Army believe 
With all the strength of the old mys- 
tics In the power of God. We come 
across many cages in our slum-work 
where both these great factors, here- 
dity and environment, have worked 
against the criminal, and yet we can 
record, even In such cases, wonderful 
change of heart and life and the era- 
dication of the evil tendencies 

WheniI speak of the slum-work, I 
refer not to the ordinary work of the 
army, as seen in the different cities 
Where our forces are tolling in their 
halls and in the open air with those 
tactics that have become so widely 
known, I refer to a special branch of 
our work which Is carried on in the 
worst quarters of the great cities by 
a band of women who have in dress 
and home and dally life become “na- 
turalized” in the slums, that they may 
reach and bless the helpless and out- 
east. They live in some tenement in 
the very worst neighborhood, possess 
only the barest necessities so far as 
food and clothing are concerned, their 
dress being of coarse material, over 
which they wear a common kitchen 
apron to keep thym on the level with 
the poor women among whom they 
dwell. The Army bonnet is discarded 
for a plain little black hat, and a 
shaw] takes the place of the uniform 
coat. 

The idea may perhaps enter the 
mind of some people that these women 
have been reclaimed from amongst the 
outcasts, and hence feel this life no 
sacrifice. That Is not so. Our officers 
in the slums are, all of them, women 
of a good, pure record, coming from 
the same class as our other officers, 
and knowing nothing of the slums and 
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its horrors until they willingly em- 
brace a life of sacrifice among its 
denizens for Christ's sake and the sake 
of the poor and lost they would help 
and rescue. Their work Is not to train 
and educate and elevate thelr neigh- 
bors; in fact, thelr neighbors, many of 
them, feel no desire nor inclination to 
be elther educated or elevated. Their 
life-work is to comfort, to help and to 
win them from sin to purity by loy- 
ing efforts. They do not go to refine 
the vulgar or to dispense oharity to 
the needy. They go to fight the cause 
of the misery, squalor, and wretched- 
ness—sin—and they do it in the most 
practical fashion. You would not find 
these girls giving tracts to the starving 
or preaching sermons in the desolate 
house where hungry unwashed child- 
ren crowd around the helpless moth- 
er's sick-bed; though thelr object Is 
the blessing of the soul, and though 
their work is religious through and 
through, thelr religion takes a com- 
mon-sense and practical method. They 
go forth to win the people by love; to 
make them ashamed of impurity by 
contact with the purity; that they may 
be weary of the darkness of sin by 
seeing an object-lesson of the light and 
brightness of the Christ life It ts 
their life of willing toll and joyful 
self-sacrifice that makes an impression 
deeper than any sermgn ever made 
The True Wife. 

Oftentimes I have seen a tall ship 
glide by against the tide as if drawn 
by some Invisible bowline, with a hun- 
dred strong arms pulling it.

March 26.—The great American handicap 
pigeor shoot was concluded this afternoon, 
and Orrin Roswell Dickey, of Boston, after 
a stubborn fight, won first honors and the 
Daly silver cup. Simon Glover, of Roches 
ter, (a Canadian) took second place, and G. 
W. Coulston, of Brooklyn, secured the third 
honors. Light men tied for first place, bay- 
ing killed 24 birds each, and under the rules 
of the Inter-State Association, they had to 
shoot “miss and out” to determine the 
position in which (hey would be placed, 
The cight men, however, before the shoot- 
ofl, agreed to divide all the money coming 
to the eight highest guns, which amounted 
to $1,057, and each man received $244.70, 

Thirteen men tled with 23 kills euch, and 
they agreed to divide the remainder of the 
money, which amounted to $762 40, before 
they shot off for positions, and cach of thom 
received 857.80, 

When the tenth round was finished last 
hight, there were just 18 men standing 
With clean scores, having killed all their 
birds. Batat the end of the twenty-first 
round to-day, there was not one of the 
shooters standing without a miss. B, W. 
Claridge, of Baltimore, was looked upon as 
a very dangerous dark horse, and he and 
Carl Von Lengerke killed straight to the 
twenty-first reund, Claridge, however, 
missed his twenty-first bird, and Von 
Lengerke stood at the head of the list; but 
he did not remain there long, as a few 
minutes after the Baltimorean had lost his 
bird, Von Lengerke was called to the mark, 
and although he hit his twenty-livst pigeon 
hard with both barrois, it died just outside 
the boundary line, and the referee called 

“lost.” Lhe cight men who tied for first 
honors were ;—Glover, Cubberly, Coulston, 
Cooper, Dickey, Thomas, Heikes and Von 
Lengerke. 

In the shoot-off the men finished in the 
following order :—Dickey, Glover, Coulston, 
Hfoikes, Cooper, Thomas, Cubberly, Von 
Lengerke, Ely, Leroy, Messrer, Apgar, 
Hood and Gilbert. 

As there were fourteen moneys provided 
for in the conditions of the bandlonys these 
fourteen positions had to be decided, al- 
though twenty-one men actually received 
money prizes, owing to the division amon 
themselves.

The House committees, which met in 
the morning, dealt with several meas- 
ures Of interest to Toronto. 

When the House ent into Commit- 
tee of Supply, Mr. Matheson moved 
that: 

“It is expedient that in the Public 
Accounts of this province the detalls 
of all expenditures shall be published 
in as full a manner as shown In the 
Auditor-General’s report of the 0 
minjion of Canada; putting as far as 
practicable all expenditures of 
the same nature together, and 
giving prices and quantities 
in all payments over $5, and in 
the Colonization Roads expenditures, 
Giving the names, times and armounts 
Pald to all persons engaged In the 
works. 

In speaking to the motion,Mr.Mathe- 
£0n complained of the difficulty ex- 
perienced by members of the House in 
Setting at the real state of the public 
accounts through the reports publish- 
ed by the Government. 

Dr. Willoughby suported him. 

_Hon. Mr. Gibson stated that if- the 
Government were called upon to pre- 
Pare such a ¢lengthy statement as that 
asked, the public accounts could not 
be brought down in the House till very 
late at each session, 

SE pee 6 o'clock the Speaker left the 
air, 

After recess the debate on Mr. Ma- 
theson’s resolution which had engag- 
ed the House before recess was then 
taken up again and continued by Mr, 
Willoughby, who said that if the Gov- 
ernment would undertake to Supply the 
information asked in next year’s pub- 
lic accounts report, he was Sure Mr. 
Matheson would withdraw his motion. 

Mr. Haycock did not approve of

The freezing horror waich has appal- 
led history was proof to all ages that 
{it is a vain thing for any earthly 
power to accept the challenge of my 
text, “Who could stand before his 
cold ?" In the middle of December, 

777, at Valley Forge, 11,000 troops 
were, with frosted ears and frosted 
hands and frosted feet, without shoes, 
without blankets, lying on the white 
pillow of the snowbank. 

As during our civil war the cry was, 
“On to Richmond !" when the troops 
Were not ready to march, so In the 
Revolutionary war there was a (e- 
mand for wintry campaign until 
Washington lost his equilibrium and 
wrote emphatically, “I assure those 
gentlemen it is easy enough seated 
by a good fireside and in comfortable 
homes to draw out campaigns for the 
American army, but I tell them It ts 
not so easy to lle on a bleak hillside, 
without blankets and without shoes.” 
Oh, the frigid horrors that gathered 
around the American army in the 
winter of 1777! Valley Forge was one 
of the tragedies of the century, Be- 
numbed, senseless, dead! “Who can 
stand before his cold?" “Not we,” 
gay the frozen lips of Sir John Frank- 
lin and his men, dying in arctic ex- 
ploration, “Not we,”’ answered Sch- 
watka and his crew, falling back 
from the fortress of ice which they 
had tried in vain to capture. ‘Not 
we,”"’ say the abandoned and crushed 
decks of the Intrepid, the Resistance 
and the Jeannette. “Not we,” say the 
procession of American martyrs re- 
turned home for American sepulture, 
De Long and his men. The highest 
pillars of the earth are pillars of ice— 
Mont Blanc, Jungfrau, the Matter- 
horn. The largest gaileries of the 
world are galleries of ice. Some of the 
mighty rivers much of the year are 
{n captivity of ice. The greatest 
sculptors of the ages are the glaciers, 
with arm and hand and chisel and 
hammer of ice. The cold is imperial 
and has a crown of glittering crystal, 
and is seated on a throne of ice, with 
foot stool of ice and soepter of ioe. 
Who can tell ‘tthe sufferings of the 
winter of 433, when all the birds of 
Germany perished, or the winter of 
1658 in Engiand, when the stages rol- 
led on the T es, and temporary 
houses of merchandise were built on 
the ice, or the winter of 1821, in Am- 
erica, when New York harbor was 
frozen over and the heaviest teams 
crossed on the toe to Staten Island ? 
Than come down to our own winters, 
when there have been so many wrap- 
Ping thmselves in furs, or gathering 
themselves around fires, or thrashing 
their arms about them to revive circu- 
lation—the millions of the temperate 
and the arctic zones who are com- 
pelled to confess, “None of us can 
stand before his cold.”

A general In the English army, the 
army having halted for the night, hav 
ing lost his baggage, lay down tired 
and sick without’ any blanket. An 
officer came up and sald: “Why, you 
have no blanket, I'll go and get you 
a blanket.” He departed for a fow 
moments-and then came back and 
covered the general up with a very 
warm blanket.

The Samaritan helps and tenderty 
saddles this wounded man until he 
gets him on toward the tavern, the 
wounded man holding on with the 
little strength he has left, ever and 
anon looking down at the good Sa- 
maritan and saying: “You are very 
kind. I had no right to expect this 
thing of a Samaritan when I am an 
Israelite.

Messrs. Samuel H. Defries, John Mulll- 
gan and Fred Tamblyn, who,with John 
Stone, were charged with conspiring to 
defraud the Grand Trunk Railway in 
thelr capacities as conductors of the 
company between Montreal and To- 
ronto, Were found not gullty ‘in the 
Court of Queen's Bench here yester- 
day afternoon. The case, which had 
been on since Tuesday last, caused 
great interest in this city and through- 
out Ontario and Quebec, where the 
men were well known. Conductor 
Stone did not face the music, and get- 
ting rid of his belongings in Montreal, 
went to Florida and invested in an 
orange grove. During the March term 
of 1895, Conductors Defries, Mulligan 
and Tamblyn were placed on trial, but 
the jury failed to agree, 11 being for 
acquittal and 1 for conviction. The fol- 
lowing jurors were sworn In Tuesday 
to try the case once more: A. S. Brown, 
Timothy Mooney, Duncan McInnes, 
Peter Campbell, John Duffy, John Mc- 
Carthy, Patrick McNamara, James 
O'Gorman, James O'Brien, Henry Hart, 
William Beatty and Eugene Morreau, 
the last-named being the only French- 
speaking juror, Half were Roman 
Cutholics and half protestants. Messrs. 
Donald MacMaster, Q.C., and H. C. St. 
Pierre, Q.C., conducted the defence in 
a very able manner, while Mr. M. J. F. 
Quinn, Q@C,, looked after the Crown's 
end faithfully and well. 

Judge Wurtele addressed the jury a 
little over an hour, and though His 
Honor was strictly impartial, the 
charge was against the conductors In 
the box. 

At 5 o'clock the court was adjourned 
until 5.30, and the 12 men went out to 
deliberate. When the president of the 
tribunal again took his seat and the 
jury had announced that they were 
ready for a verdict, it was an anxious 
moment for the accused. The foreman 
having been asked if the Jury had de- 
cided upon a verdict, he replied, “ Yes, 
we find them not guilty,’ and there 
Was an immediate outburst of ap- 
plause, which was quickly and sternly 
suppressed. 

‘I move for their discharge,” sald 
Mr, MacMaster, and when Judge Wur- 
tele had been told that there was no 
other charge against the men, His 
Honor looked towards the trio of 
happy-looking faces and said: “ Gen- 
tlemen, you are discharged.” Thus 
ended one of the most interesting cases 
ever tried before the Court of Queen's 
Bench of the district of Montreal,

ANXIETY AS TO THE OUTCOME,

Cape Town, March 29.—According to 
advices recelved here, the rising among 
the Matabeles is not so serious as the 
first despatches portended, but there 
js nevertheless much anxiety ag to 
what the final outcome will be, A de- 
spatch received to-day from Buluwayo, 
the principal town of Matabeleland, 
pays that thus far 20 whites have been 
killed by the natives.

LADY WOLSE GEHTS $50,000, 
Which Was Worth Wighting for—Mra.

Oakland, Cal, March 29.—The Mur- 
phy will contest, which attracted con- 
siderable attention about two years 
ago, is ended. Yesterday an order was 
made by the Supreme Court that the 
appeal of the contestants against the 
decision rendered last January by 
Judge Frick should be dismissed by 
stipulation.

The children not men- 
tioned in the will contested it, and the 
will was eventually set aside by Judge 
Henshaw in the Superior Court, but 
the Supreme Court reversed the decl- 
Sion.

Under the terms 
of the compromise the contesting 
children will each receive about $50,-

POUR PERSONS WERE KILLED 
Ry the Earning of a Tenement Ballding 

in Now Vork Westerday 

New York, March 29.—Four persons 
were killed and two injured early this 
morning in a fire at No. 374 Hudson- 
street. The building is a three-storey 
brick house, used for dwelling and 
store purposes. ‘The two upper floors 
sheltered four families, The dense 
smoke deterred some of the tenants 
from descending the stairways, Miss 
Margaret Ryan, 66 years old, with a 
companion, Miss Kate Higgins, ran to 
a window. A fireman in ascending a 
ladder to rescue the women was knock- 
ed off by a burst of flame shooting 
from a second-storey window, and was 
badly injured. The women then became 
hysterical, Miss Ryan leaping from the 
window She fell on the sidewalk, 
breaking, her back, and died on the 
way to the hospital in an ambulance, 
Her companion fell out of the window 
and broke her leg. The flremen could 
not rescue every One in the building 
because of the Immense quantith of 
smoke, After the fire had been extin- 
gulshed, the fireman found the budics 
of three people who had been suffocat- 
ed, They Were Mis Mary MeMahon, 
22 years old ; Thomas Mallory, 23 years 
old, a fireman on thi steamer St, 
Louis, and Archibald Grogan, 35 years 
old.

They consist of six uprights and beams 
projecting pistes from tho ship, all 
magnificently worked in bronze, somo 
circular, others rectangular, representing a 
Medusa’s head, three lions, and two 
wolves, in such good preservation as to 
appear of modern date ; also a grating of 
bronze which was probably meant to give 
light to the lower deck, or to furnish 
support to transparent slabs of ala- 
Waster. There are large quantities of 
nails and plates of bronze, forming 
very probably a covering to the hull. The 
ribs, in four sections of a metre long, are 
of the same metal. Many morsels of 
mosaic and enamel in circles, besides disks, 
and portions of porphyry and serpentine 
embedded on more than 700 square pieces 
of terra cotta have been found, which 
decorated the floor and sides; round cas- 
torsof bronze, used doubtless to faci- 
litate the moving of the couches; 
two large metal bollards, serving evi- 
dently to secure tho hawsers; lastly, 
many wine jars and lanterns in terra cotta. 
The diver, groping under water northward, 
clearly perceived the existence of a second 
ship at a distance of halfa mile from the 
first, and thought that he could distinguish 
dimly « third vessel, Can it bo that in the 
tinie of the empire this lake was utilized 
for a nayal school of instruction? ‘Two 
long pine beam: {v toned together with 
iron nails, found in shallower water than 
the imperial ship, prove plainly that the 
spot had been explored ages ago.

On the opposite coast is the old fort of 
Kilid Bahr, atthe footofa steep hill, its 
towers overlooked by the now fort, built 
on higher ground, and known by the name 
of Fort Namazieth, a rocent work, and one 
of the greatest importance, both from its 
position and its armament, which consists 
of twenty-foue Krupp guns of various 
cal'bres, the whole work being supported 
by three batteries, each mounting four 
vuns, tis difficult to imagine any placo 
more admirably suited for defence than 
this exceedingly narrow part of the chan- 
nel, commanded as it is by works armed 
with modern weapons and to which an ad- 
ditional advantage is given by a turn in the 
channel, which obliges advancing vessels to 
slacken speed when just opposite che forts. 
And once beyond this spot success does 
not necessarily await tho incoming ship, 
which still finds many forts, old and new, 
ready to open fire on it from either shore. 

On the Buropean side are the forts of 
Deirmen-Bournou and Teham-Bournou, 
tho formor new, the latter old, bub with a 
newly erected earthwork in its vicinity ; 
whilo furthor on lie Forts Maitos and 
Bokhali-Kaleh, and a battery at Kelia 
Tepe, all modern or modernized and 
mounting modern guns. On the Asian 
shore beyond Fort Chanak-Kalen we have 
Modjidieh Fort, with sixteen Krupp guus, 
and this is succeeded by Fort Kinseh- 
Kaleh, an old stone work, and then by,the 
Nagara group, consisting of an old fort 
with thirty-seven guns, a new carthwork 
with eleven Krupps, aud two new re- 
doubts commanding the whole and cach 
mounting eight guns. This exhausts the 
list of batteries, and it must be confessed 
that the array of works is « formidabie 
one, and the muzzles of no less than sixty- 
seven Krupp guns on one side and forty- 
eight on tho other, all bearing on the 
channel, render ite successful passage 
enormously difficult. 

Along each shore a good road connects 
tho works, which are furthor united by a 
tolograph line. There is, however, one 
weak spot in the defenco of the Dardanelles, 
which 1s the exposure to attack from the 
rear of the forts on the European side, An 
ariny covered by a sutticient fleet might, 
without much difficulty, land on the coast 
of the peninsula, cithor in tho Gulf of 
Saros, or on tho’coast opposite the Isle of 
Imbos. Once established on the peninsula 
it would be an casy task to seize the earth- 
works on the European shore of che Darda- 
nellus, the gorges of which are, asa 
rule, open, and little resistance 
to atlack from the rear, With these com- 
manding forts in his hands, an cnemy 
could subdue those on the opposite coast 
sufticiently to cover the passage of his fleet, 
To prevent this a larger garrison and some 
good works are required in the peninsula, 
but here, it is believed, want of money 
stands in the way. Such, then, is a brief 
description, given by an Knglish writer, of 
the defences of the Dardanelles, compris- 
ing some forts whose strength las quite 
passed away, and others, placed generally 
ou higher or more commanding ground, 
whose powers of resistance to an enemy's 
fleet advancing up the Dardanelles can 
searvely be overestimated,

You may hear pre- 
sently the far-resounding boom of 
“Big Ben” proclaiming from his lofty 
tower the aging of the day, and you 
will know that cathedral, abbey anda 
church are receiving their congrega- 
tions and that soon from thousands 
of choirs and pulpits will ascend that 
spiritual essence of physical submis- 
sion which has made the nineteenth 
century a little better than any other 
cycle that ever was. Now, if you 
chance to stand in one of the busier 
thoroughfares near a church you will 
note another London pecullarity, On 
the lamp posts of the ‘refuges’ in the 
middle of the street are placards, hung 
there only Sundays, which bear the 
command, “Drive slowly.’ The driver 
of ‘bus or cab or cart or “growler” or 
carriage pulls sharply up at that no- 
tice and keeps his team at a walk 
until the church is well passed; then 
he may whip into a trot again and 
go his lively way to the next warning. 
Services in a London church are not 
disturbed by the roar of the careless 
street. « 

This street placard, which aims to 
subordinate worldly necessities to spir- 
itual desires, and which, in a manner, 
typifies a London Sunday, would not 
I fear, have much influence upon the 
independent ardor of Yankee jehus. 
But here a constable stands before the 
door of the church, and, though he 
never lifts a finger nor opens his lips 
in admonition, his presence is an all- 
sufficient reminder of laws that are un- 
compromisingly and surely enforced. 
What marvelous creatures these Lon- 
don policemen are, to be sure! Quiet, 
undemonstrative, polite, ready—their 
voices always modulated to conversa- 
tional tones ; no bluster, no clubs, no 
krocking down and dragging off. 

Yet they give the biggest city in the 
world the best police service, and 
prove better than argument may what 
a really civilized community London 
is. Even Paris arms her police with a 
huge dagger, by courtesy called a 
sword, an instrument of defence and 
assault that the dapper gendarmes are 
only too ready to draw and put to use. 
Sunday does not end with daylight, as 
it does In some communities that tem- 
porize with religion, but rounds out 
the twenty-four hours. Therefore, 
there are no Sunday evening amuse- 
ments. Theatres, music halls, vaude- 
villes, concert rooms, everything of 
the sort Is scrupulously closed. So 
very strict are the authorities In these 
respects that it is only with the great- 
est difficulty and by the smallest ma- 
Jority of votes that permission Is given 
for the Sunday opening of such rare 
and temporary public benefits as the 
loan collection of old paintings at 
Guildhall Recently a concession has 
been made to music, and It Is possible 
now to attend a classical and semi- 
sacred concert Sunday afternoon and 
evening, but these are infrequent, 
there being only two advertised in last 
Sunday's papers. Whether this Sab- 
bath Day rest be dedicated by sentl- 
mental by sensible considerations, 
there lan't the slightest doubt that Its 
Value to London is so great that, if all 
religious scruples were removed, the 
present metropolitan regulations would 
continue In force, for the public is well 
of the benefit to the individual 
and to the community of this ordered 
suspension of “wrangling worldliness.” 
It need not be Inferred from this that 
Lindon is a community of churehgoers 
Indeed, leads me to 
the conclusion that an extraordinary 
emall proportion of this vast popula- 
tlon to borrow the phrase of an im- 
plous wretch—addicted to church, But 
they make up for the deficiency by 4 
for the outdoor life of 
the English js itself a religion, You 
would think so, Indeed, to see thelr 
swimming races in the Serpentine in 
Hyde Park on Christmas Day.

Obituary--Bevjumin Beddome,. 


We have been enabled to gather a few 
facts relating to the life of one who passed 
away into the oterhal world at the home of 
his son-in-law at Portage la Prairie on 
Sunday, 8th inst. 

Mr. Beddome was born at Manchester, 
England, on January 25th, 1816, and was 
therefore in his 82nd year. Several of 
his ancestors for a number of generations 
back have the same name as himself. His 
grandfather was Rey, Benjamin Beddome, 
the eminent Baptist minister and com- 
poser, many of whose hymns are yet in 
the regular Baptist collection and a few are 
in the Moody and Sankey gospel hymns. 

Mr. Beddome was united in marriage on 
the 10th of June, 1841, to Miss Sarah 
Hine, of Nottingham, England, youngest 
daughter of Jonathan Hine, owner and 
proprietor of a manufactory of lace and 
hosiery at Notttingham. Mr. and Mrs. 
Beddome have therefore spent nearly 55 
years of married life togethor. 

He left England for Canada in 1855, 
and settled in Belleville, where he carried 
on business as a morchaut for some years, 
after which he removed to Marmora, in 
the County of Hastings, Ontario, where 
he and his sons engaged in farming for 
many years at that place. Mr. Beddome 
also held the position of Clerk of the 10th 
Division Court of the County of Hastings, 
at Marmora, in said county. 

In the spring and summer of 1880 he 
and his sons left there, ani engaged again 
at farming near Minnedosa, Manitoba. 

He has two brothers and one sister who 
still survive him: Mr. Samuel Beddome, 
Police Magistrate at Adelaide, Australia, 
for many years ; Mr. Win. Beddonie, fruit 
grower at Los Angelos, California, and 
Mrs. Elizabeth Forbes, relict of the late 
N. M. Forbes, banker and broker, London, 
England. 

His widow, who has also nearly reached 
her four score years, is living with her 
son-in-law, Rov. Mr. Ruttan, at Portage la 
Prairie, and his three sons, Arthur, John 
and Brandon, are still farming near this 
place, His only daughter is Mrs. Ruttan 
at Portage la Prairie. 

In religion Mr. Beddome was a Baptist, 
but was always glad to take part in the 
services of any denomination, and for 20 
years worked as 4 local oxhorter among the 
Methodists at Marmora, Ont., preaching 
three times on Sunday, and meetings dur- 
ing the weok. 

His end was comparatively painless, 
peacefully he passed away to his reward, 
and our loss is fully made up in knowing 
ho is now in the presence of his Lord and 
Master. He upheld all that was pure and 
noble on earth, an exemplary exponent of 
a Christian gentleman. 

We extend our sympathy to his bereay- 
ed widow, children and mourning friends, 
but we feel and know that the gentlo 
spirit that passed away was welcomed 
through tho heavenly portals by those 
words of the Saviour, ** Well done good 
and faithtul servant enter into thy re- 
ward.”

In Fig. 1 the bucket Is held in place 
by a yielding hoop or yoke in com- 
bination with hooks upon the top of

hoops a, a, on fie stool top, its ten- 
dency to recoil will keep the ends 
e, « in place beneath the retaining 
hooks a. The hooks e will prevent the 
ends of the yoke from being drawn 
out of thelr places endwise. It will 
be seen from the above description 
that the yoke D, when applied to the 
hooks a, will be firmly held and will 
afford a good support for a pall, C. 
The yoke can be easily made larger or 
sinaller to adapt it for receiving the

different sized pails,and can be readily 
detached from the hooks a, turned 
over upon the stool top, and there 
fastened again to the hooks, thus 
bringing the parts into a very small 
epace for portability. 

In the device shown by Figs. 2 and 
3, the bucket is clamped and held 
firmly by the action of the weight of 
the milker upon a movable seat and 
clamp-hoop. In ‘the drawings, C re- 
presents the clamp~hoop,which extends 
out beyond the curved end of the stool 
top A, and which jis intended to clamp 
the bucket D, against the seat as 
shown. B represents the seat for the 
milker, which is secured permanently 
to an extension, b, of a cam, b, which 
Is pivoted, at s in an oblong slot a. 
To the convex surface of the cam b, 
a strap e, is securely fastened which 
is connected to a strong spring f, the 
front end of which is connected to the 
cross-bar g of the sliding clam C. 
When the stool {s not in use the spring 
h, which is connected to bar ¢ at one 
end and to the stool top at the other 
end, causes the parts to assume te 
inclined positions as shown. Upon the 
milker placing his weight on the seat, 
the olamp C is drawn inwardly around 
the vessel to be held and accommo- 
dates itself to buckets of different dia- 
meters through the medium of the 
epring f. When the milker removes 
his weight the spring h causes the 
seat to rise and at the same time 
causes clamp C to release the 
bucket. The seat also serves to hold

the tall of the animal during milking, 
which is done by drawing the bushy 
part of the tail between the seat and 
the table-top before sitting down. 


The Kind of Ppork to Export. 


The annual report of the United 
States Secretary of Agriculture for 
1895 has the following to say concern- 
ing the kind of pork in demand tn 
England. The Wiltshire packers, at 
Caine, Eng., are paying 9 1-2c per Ib. 
for hogs on foot not exceeding 150 Ibs. 
in weight, and not carrying more tnax 
2 1-2 In. of fat on the back. Heavier 
weight hogs bring smaller prices. 
English packers invariably pay a pre- 
mium for swine precisely adapted to 
making the kind of bacon most in de- 
mand—that is to say, lean,, thin and 
mildly cured. The call for this sort 
of meat throughout Great Britain has 
caused a change in the breeding of 
ewine throughout almost the entfre 
realm. The Tamworth hog is now in 
more request than the Berkshire, Es- 
sex, or any other established breed. 
The farmers and packers must study 
and cater to foreign desire and de- 
mand in this respeot if they propose 
to secure and hold at a profit their 
share of the foreign markets, Packers 
can only obtain and hold English and 
other European bacon markets by 
specially preparing their meats to 
meet the taste and demand of those 
markets Smaller and leaner swine 
for bacon purposes are demanded tn 
nearly all foreign markets And the 
meat must be mildly cured But in 
Mexico and some of the south and 
Central Amertean states the heaviest, 
fattest and thickest sides are required.

The Member for Bellechaso Found Doad in 
His Bed nt His Home in Quebec, 


Quebec, March 30.—Col, G. Amyot, 
M.P. for Bellechasse, was found dead 
at his residence this morning. He came 


home from Ottawa Saturday, March 
21, and was ia/d up all last week with 
an attack of la grippe, but was not 
considered dangerously ill, Death Is 
supposed to have been caused by a 
sudden attack of congestion of the 
lungs. 

Lieut,Col. Guillaume Amyot be- 
longed to one of the oldest French 


families dn Canada, descending direct- 
ly from Philip Amyot, who, with his 
wife, Ann Convent, came to Canada 
from Chartres, France, in 1635. He 
was the son of the late Guillaume 
Amyot, by Loulse, daughter of the late 
Major Jean Gosselin, He was born at 
St. Gervaise, in the County of Belle 
chasse, on the 9th of December, 1843. 
He married, in 1874, Marguerite Alice 
Gertrude, daughter of Mr. Arthur Pen- 
nee, of London, England. He was call- 
ed to the bar of the Province of Que- 
bec in 1867. Col. Amyot was attached 
to the 9th Battalion Voltigeurs de Que- 
bec,and served in the Northwest rebel- 
lion. He was first returned ‘to Parlia- 
ment In March 1881, and re-elected at 
the general elections of 1882, 1887 and 
1891.

WUOIS THE MURDERED MAN? 
Efforts Made to Identify the Body Found 
in the Trank at Chicago. 

Chicago, March 30.—Henry Devyere 
and Bas Marcel, the Frenchmen, who 
identified the corpse found in storage 
in a trunk as that of Prosper Chagel, 
made a more minute examination to- 
day and were more firmly convinced 
that the remains were those of their 
missing friend. Chagel came to Chi- 
cago from Paris in January, 1595, and 
went to Salt Lake City. He deposited 
$2000 in a Salt Lake bank, and it is 
still there to his credit. He disappear- 
ed i) February, 1893, and a Miss Ro- 
lande, with whom he had been living, 
took his effects and returned to Paris. 

The coroner is not satisfied with the 
identification, and will try to trace the 
jdentity from a truss which was on the 
remains. Devere and Marcel belleve 
their {friend was murdered for his 
money. They assert that he wore @ 
truss, and that the muscular develop- 
ment of the corpse answers his de- 
scription. The Inquest hag been con- 
inued until Tuesday.

A Sensational Murder Case at Berlin ts

THE 10K MOVING. 


Not Much Danger of a Fiood —-Dates of 


Break-ups for Twenty-one Years. 


The spring-like weather has caused the 
water to rise in the river and the ice has 
consequently become weak, About four 
o'clock yesterday afternoon the ice from 
below the upper bridge broke loose 
and went over the dam, but the only 
damage done was to raise the water in the 
back yards along the upper part of Front 
street. About six o'clock the ice above 
the bridge and as far up as Burrell’s dam 
came away and also piled up between 
Walker's foundry and Cooper's mill. ‘This 
floe was not heavy, but it raised the water 
several inches, It had gone down some- 
what this morning, 

Thore is a large jam above Burrell’s 
dam, but above that the river is clear as 
far as Lazier’s mill. The ‘spring open- 
ing’ will be ‘about on an overage with that 
of previous years, as the following table 
will show :

About eleven o'clock the ice from 
Lazier's dam came down with tho swift 
current and carried the jam at Burrell’s 
dam down the river with it. 1t lodged 
below Walker's dam and the water rapidly 
rose into the back yards along the upper 
part of the west side of Front st. The ice 
at the lower bridge and down to the bay is 
still quite solid and as we go to press is 
holding the heayy jam from the footbridge 
to Walker’s dam. It is expected, how- 
ever, that it will go down at any moment 
and what the result will be is difficult to 
say. 

A piece of one of the piers at Burrell’s 
dam was carried away by the heavy ice, 
but that is about the only damage so far 
reported. Cooper's mill and Walker's 
foundry were unable to run their water 
wheels this morning owing to back water. 

Large crowds of people Jined the lower 
bridge and foot bridge all the afternoon, 
expecting at any moment to see the jam 
break loose. 

Several residents of Coleman and Moira 
sts. were greatly inconvenienced last oven- 
ing by the freshet, which filled their yards 
and in one or two instances came into their 
houses, but the trouble is all over to-day.

13,888 draught animals, of which 
were horses, 2,381,627 mules 

and 36,849,021 oxen, having a total value 
of $1,721,636,798, In other words, to do 
thelr hauling the farmers of the United 
States had invested in round numbers 
$1,760,000,000. That is a pretty large 
sum, if invested at 5 per cent. interest 
it would produce nearly $1,750,000 each 
week. Of these draught animals more 
than 16,500,000 are horses and mules, 
worth at a modest estimate more than 
$100,000,000. Now, it costs to feed them 
on @n average, one year with another, 
about $4,000,000 a day, but what is of 
greater interest, is the estimate that 
bad roads cost the farmers $15 a year 
for each horse and mule in his service. 
Taking this estimate as a basis, it will 
be seen that the farmers pay each year 
for bad roads $248,182,460.
